BRIBERY’ AT ELECTIONS

PROMINENT PERSONS ARRESTED 

IN DUTCHESS COUNTY. 

(HE CITY ASBESSOR OF POUGHKEEPSIE AND 
WARDEN BRUSH OF SING SING AMONG 
THE PERSONS ACCUSED. 

Poucuxeerste, N. Y., Nov. 8—Every 


fraction in Dutchess County, local or State, 
+ is accompanied with the arrest either of re- 
A or of persons accused of having bribed 
oe one of the innumerable purchaseable 
woters of the county. That of Tuesday is 
followed by judicial proceedings which 
‘attract unusual attention from the 
tact that several gentlemen holding 
official positions and having reputations that 
give them high standing in this community 
are accused of bribery. One of them, City 
Assessor Charles Colwell, has already been ar- 
rested and has given bonds for his appearance 
whenever his case comes up. To-day warrants 
were issued against Warden A. A. Brush, 
of Sing Sing, and Robert Morey, 
an employe’ in the Custom-house 
in New-York, both of whom are 
accused of having offered money to an ig- 
norant laborer named Christian Henry Glen, 
of Artbursburg. The warrants were issued by 
Judge Barnard and were placed in the hands 
of Under Sheriff Howland for service. 
They will be served to-morrow unless the 
accused persons who were made aware of the 
proceedings against them through the public 
prints, appear in court of their own volition 
to-morrow morning. Glen was already a pris- 
oner on the charge of bribing a reporter when 
he made the statement before Judge Bar- 
mard to-day on which the warrants 
were issued. The complainant against him 


Mr. Robert Ver Plank, who ac- 
aoaed oe of having voted in Freedom- 
Plains, Hopewell Junction, and East Fishkill. 
His bail was fixed at #300, and he 1s still lying 
in jail, unable to find a bondsman who will 
bazard that small amount on his general char- 


At the investigation of the Political Reform 
Association of this city Glen made the accusa- 
tion against the Warden and the Custom-house 
officer. Im his statement, under oath, he 
that he saw Warden Brush at 
East Fishkill. ‘The Warden was at home 
early on the morning of election day. The 
Warden, by the way, was one of the most 
earvest supporters of Mr. Louis F. Payn in 
the latter’s race for the Senatorship of 
the district. Glen alleges that the 
Warden gave him tickets, and that he 
voted in the Warden's presence. The 
Warden put up his band, he says, with the 
five fingers outstretched, thus giving him to 
understand that $5 would be paid for his vote. 
The Warden, according to Glen’s story, told 
him that it would not do to pay him at 
the polls, but that the money should certainly 
reach bim. Although he saw the Warden the 
following day, he did not ask hiw for the 
money, because he expected to receive it from 
Wesley Van Tassel, who, he —_. was with 
the Warden and knew of the whole proceed- 
ing at East Fishkill. . 

Glen concluded his statement with the decla- 

ration that Van Tassel passed the field in 
~ which be was husking on Monday 
and told him there was “‘money out” 
and to “‘come down to the polls the next 
day.” In tle statement of his dealings with 
Mr. Morey Glen alleges that he met him at 
Freedom Plains, and that Morey promised 
to give him #2 if he voted the tickets 
which were ‘handed him. Glen says 
that he voted under these conditions. 
He added sorrowfully enough that he never 
got the money because he was arrested before 
a third person, Henry Horton, could pay it to 
him. Unon these allegations Judge Barnard 
decided to issue the warrants and to include in 
them the name of Van Tassel.» 

The Political Reform Association began in 
earnest this year the much-needed purification 
ef the ballot in this debauched county. It 
employed a score or more of Pinkerton’s de- 
tectives, and distributed them at various 
polling places in the towns where 
the purchasing of votes has _ been 

racticed openly by both Democrats and 

publicans for years. The result of their ar- 
rangements was the appearance before Judge, 
Barnard yesterday of the society’s Secretary, . 
Frank Hasbrouck, with a number of witnesses 
as complainants against certain men who 
it was alleged had atvempted to bribe them 
on Tuesday. Jacob Mills, a colored man, tes- 
tified against City Assessor Colwell, whom he 
accused of having said: ‘* Take these baliots 
and vote them, and I will make it right with 
you.” The next morning Colwell gave 
him $2, which he admitted having received, 
Colwell is a Republican, and so is John 
Byrnes, a ward worker, against whom a simi- 
lar complaint was lodged by Abraham An- 
derson. Anderson alleges that Byrnes paid 
him $4 for his vote. George Terrell 
and John Graham, two other ward 
workers, were arrested on the allegations of 
William Tabor, colored, and Henry Schoon. 
Tabor adwitted that no money was offered to 
him. He said, however, that Terrell agreed to 
make it right with him. Schoon swore that 
Graham promised to give him “the going 
price of votes,” and bring the money up to 
bis house on election night. 

The accused men deny all the charges. They 
bad no difficulty in finding bail. The fact that 
every one of those against whom Judge 
Barnard granted warrants is a Repub- 
lican has aroused the indignation of 
many worthy citizens, much as they deplore 
the systematic course of bribery which has 
been pursued in the county for years, It 
bas also led to considerable inquiry into 
the membership of the Political Reform 
Association and a great deal of criticism 
of its course. The association was organized 
pver a year ago. The Democrats were the 
losers in last vear’s memorable fight, and it 
isa curious fact that within one month after 
the November election the ranks of the asso- 
ciation were heavily increased by Democrats, 
To-day there are a great many more 
active Democrats among the members 
than Republicans. Secretary Hasbrouck is 
a Democrat who admits his familiari- 
ty with the corrupt methods which 
have obtained in Dutchess politics, but 
who no longer countenances them. The usso- 
ciation sits at the feet of the Gamaliel of 
Dutchess, William T. Thorne, and gathers 
wisdom and inspiration from his counsels. Mr. 
Thorne was at one time one of the most influ- 
ential Republican politicians in thecounty. >In 
the peculiar methods employed to win Dutch- 
ess voters he is weil versed. He heartily hates 
Warden Brush. The fact that the assecia- 
tion’s weight and influence have been 
cast against Republicans has opened the 
eyes of the Republican members, and the 
question has already been discussed whether 
it would not be as well for the cause of justice 
if Democrats or Republicans who are 
equally guilty throughout the count 
should receive equal punishment. t 
is well known among. the politicians 
that money was used by Democrats as well as 
Republicans last Tuesday, but the association 
singularly enough has not moved in a single 
case against Democrats. The witness Ander- 
son is a thief who was sentenced to a year’s 
imprisonment some time ago by Judge Bar- 
nard. Colwell’s accuser bears an equally un- 
savory reputation. 

The Republican politicians accuse Judge 
Barnard, who happens to be a Democrat, of 
giving undue weight to such testimony, and 

lare that the wily Democrats have * put 
up” a jobonthem. Certain up-county Demo- 
erats of State prominence may yet be ar- 
raigned on exactly the same charge. 

81NG SiNG, Nov. 8.—It having been reported 
that a warrant bad been issued in Poughkeep- 
sie for the arrest of Wurden A. A. Brush, of 
Bing Sing Prison; Robert Morey, of Legrange, 
and J. Wesley Van Tassel, of East Fish- 
kill, for bribing at the recent election, 
and that a Deputy Sheriff had started for Sing 
Sing toserve the warrant on Warden Brush, 
a Times reporter called on the Warden at the 
prison this evening. Toa question as to what 

knew about the matter the Warden re- 
ple’: “I know nothing definite, or any 
jnore than is stated in the report alluded to. 
No Deputy Sheriff has been here. As is my 
gastom, I spent election day at East Fishkill, 
any former residerice, and was with Van Tas- 
sei and Morey aout the polis during the 
day. ‘There Was 2 wan named Glenn arrested 





for voting in East Fishkill and Legrange, and 
I believe he claims to have got bis tickets from 
me. I don’t recollect giving them to him. He 
pleaded guilty to the charge, and I was asked 
to go his bail. Under tbose circumstances 
l refused todo so. Now, out of malice, { sup- 
pose, he has charged that I, or all three of us, 
bribed him to vote twice. I am read 
to answer any such charge, and it is 
umnecessary to send any Deputy Sheriff 
down for me. If Judge Barnard says 
he wants me, I will goto him, This Glenn is 
reported to be a very bad man. and he lives in 
Legrange, near the dividing line between the 
two places. I don’t know what the complaint 
is, ir any, against me. I look upon itasa 
canard.,”’ 


Robert A. Pinkerton, Manager of the New- 
York office of Pinkerton’s Detective Agency, 
said to a Times reporter last evening that 
he had pested 30 of his detectives at 30 
voting precincts in Dutchess, Columbia, and 
Putnam Counties on election day to watch 


for and prevent any bribery of voters. The 
District Attorney of Dutchess County made 
the arrangements at the suggestion of 
the Political Keform Assoviation of Pough- 
keepsie, an organization composed of 
members of both parties, who took this 
means of breaking up the custom of bribery, 
which through neglect had become very prev- 
alent. On Sunday night the Superintendent 
of the agency visited Poughkeepsie and ascer- 
tained where the men were to be placed, and 
on Monday morning they were at their posts, 
ready to be sworn in as officers, Mr. Pinker- 
ton only watched the principal precincts, the 
association looking after the smaller and less 
important ones. On Tuesday, owing to the 
close watch kept on the polis, there 
was less bribery than has been known before 
in years, Only three arrests were made by the 
detectives, all in Dutchess County. These were 
two office-holders, whose names Mr. Pinkerton 
withheld at the request of the District Attor- 
ney, and one man who, it is strange to say, was 
neither an office-holder nor a candidate for 
office. Concerning the warrants for the ar- 
rest of Warden Brush, of Sing Sing 
Prison, and Robert Morey, of the New- 
York Custom-house, which were _re- 
ported yesterday afternoon, Mr. Pinkerton 
could say nothing. They were not based on 
information from his officers, and he was ig- 
norant of everything except the fact that war- 
rants for their arrest had been sworn out.

ARUNNING FIGHT WITH OUTLAWS. 
(i ali a 
ARMED CITIZENS PURSUE A GANG OF BURG- 
LARS—ONE WOUNDED ON EACH SIDE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 8.—A special dispatch 
to the Jirsnes says that a desperate battle with out- 
laws took place at the foot of the Weleh Moun- 
tains, near Lincoln, Laneaster County, this morn- 
ing, which resulted in the serious wounding of 
three men and the capture of one of the 
gang. On one side were the notorious 
Abe Buzzard and his men, while on 
the ether were the outraged citizens and 
constabulary of the quiet towns of Ephrata and 
Lincoln, in the hills of which the bandit and his 
men have been hiding over since their escape from 
the Lancaster Jail. Abe Buzzard and John Clif- 
ford were serving long termsin the Lancaster Jail, 


and with the noterious thief and jail-breaker, 
Frank Ford, and nine others, escaped six weeks 
ago. Several of them went to New-York State, 
aod one of them, Alexatider Leaman, was cap- 
tured near Cohoes by Detective Moeney, who fol- 
lowed him from New-York City. Buzzard, Clif- 
ford, and afew others remained in the Ephrata 
hills, having fitted up a den among the rocks, 

At night the gang came down from their fast- 
ness and for the past three weeks their operations 
have been very bold, robbinx stores, stealing 
horses, and plundering farm-bouses. The people 
became alarmed at the nightly robberies, and 
when it was learned early this morning that Abe 
Holiinger’s store at Lincoln had been robbed last 
night and about $4,000 worth of goods carried off 
the villagers and neighboring farmers determined 
to organize and proceed in a body after the 
outlaws. They armed themselves with shot- 
guns and revolvers, and under the command of 
Abe Hollinger and E. F. Burd, of Lincoin, started 
in hot pursuit. After going about five miles they 
saw Buzzaré and Clifford in the bush and ordered 
them to surrender. They were about 50 yards 
away. Buzzard yelled ** Never!’ and he anda Clif- 
ford fired on their pursuers and then ran. Hollin- 
ger and Burd,and their men returned the fire, and 
continued the chase, firing astheyran. Buzzard 
and Clifford reloaded their pistols and returned the 
fire. Suddenly Buzzard slightly halted. limped for 
a few strides, and it was evident that he had been 
wounded. Another volley was poured into the re- 
treating outlaws and Clifford was wounded. The 
two kept well togetber, and the running fight con- 
tinued for several miles until Clifford told Buzzard 
he eould go no further, as he was badly shot. Buz- 
zard then turned and firea on his pursuers a final 
volley,.and Bard fell, badly wounded. Buzzard 
then rushed into the hills, bleeding at every stride. 

Clifford sank to the ground and surrenaered 
when the posse came up. He said: “ l’ve got to 
givein. I can go no further.” The chase was 
then given up, as it was feared Buzzard would kill 
some oneif they continued on. Both wounded 
men were taken back to Ephrata amid the great- 
est excitement, and when it was known that Bard 
had been badly wounded another armed party 
started after the outlaw, who by this 
time had met a number of bis 
gang. who assisted their wounded Jeader 
te their den. Bard was shot in the faee and arm, 
twe teoth were knocked ont, and one smal! bullet 
entered bis chin. Clifford was wounded in the 
left side. When captured he had on an overcoat 
stolen from Hollinger's store. He was sent to the 
Lancaster Prison and locked up in ap Iron cell. He 
refused to say anything’ concerning his compan- 
ions, but he remarked that Buzzard was deter- 
mined to fight tu the death. 

A lot of plunder was picked up on the trail of the 
fight. It is believed that Frankford is in the 
same hills hiding with the gang. The backwoods 
peeple are terrified and the local constabulary 
powerless. Buzzard is one of six brothers, all of 
whom have been in jail and all were in the Lan- 
caster prison at one and the same time for burg- 
lary. Clifferd was serving a five years’ sentence 
of solitary confinement at hard labor for burglary 
when he escaped from prison. 

The mountain is now filled with bands of cit- 
izens in seareh of Buzzard, and they freely de- 
clare he shall not be taken back to jail but 
that they will summarily lynch him. Those who 
know his desperate character and that of bis asso- 
clates intrenched among the eaves and rocks of 
their present biding-places apprehend bloody work 
when the fugitives areagain brought te bay. Clif- 
ford was taken to the office of the country Squire, 
where he was identified by the Chief of the Lan- 
easier volice, who happened tobe gunning in the 
neighborhood. He taiked freely of the escape 
from jail and the movements of the gangsince. He 
has been in Pittsbarg, Cincinnati, and New-York. 
He eaid he had not assisted in the robvery of 
Hollinger’s store last night, but belped to 
hide the goods this morning, and he directed the 
party to a neighboring school-house, in the attic of 
which two bags of the plunder were found, and to 
a stone pile near Buzzard's house, where more 
goods were hidden.

SHOPLIFTERS ARRESTED IN CHICAGO. 

CxicaGo, Nov. 8.—A desperate bana of shop- 
lifters was arrested here to-day. A family rela- 
tionship exists between the band and each is re- 
puted a celebrated criminal. One of the leaders 
was Miss Mary Smith, alias Klein Smith, who has 
just been released frem Blackwell's Isiand. There 


were three other women and two men in the gang 
arrested. The gang have raided most of the prom- 
inent stores in this city, conducting their opera- 
tions in a skillful manner. They drove to the 
stores in an elegant carriage, one of the men offi- 
ciating #s coachman, and invariably made pur- 
chases while engaged in their thieving operations. 
The three women were detected to-day in a mil- 
liuery house with valuable ostrich feathers con- 
eeaied about their clothing. At Miss Klein Smith’s 
beuse were found trunks filled with miscellaneous 
articles. While engaged in looking after the 
womena desperate fight ensued with the two 
men. who were finally overpowered and taken 
into custody. Itivas yet impossible to ascertain 
the extent of their depredations, but they are 
known to have operated in several cities in the 
East, and to have gaimed thousands of dollars 
worth of plunder.

MAHONE ON THE RESULT 


DEFEATED BY THE HYPOCRISY OF 
PROFESSED FRIENDS. 
CLAIMING THAT HE WAS NOT SUPPORTED 

BY THE ADMINISTRATION—FUTURE POL- 
ICY OF THE READJUSTERS. 
Wasuineton, Nov. 8.—A correspondent 
of Tur Times who arrived here from Peters- 
burg, Va., to-night reports an interview with 
Gen. Mahone, in which statements were made 
that will besurprising tothose who believed that 
the Readjusters had the active support of the 
national Administration in the late campaign. 
The correspondent visited the Readjuster 
leader last night at his home in Petersburg 
and had a long talk with him over the elec- 
tion of last Tuesday. Gen, Mahone, in spite 
of his always confident and exuberant man- 
ner, was found to be somewhat dispirited 
over the defeat of his party and at 
what he termed the ‘‘damned deceit 
and hypocrisy” of certain ‘professed 
friends who had betrayed him at the last and 
critical moment. ‘* There never wasa party,” 
said he, *‘ which had to fight against such odds 
as those that ‘confronted the Readjusters of 
Virginia at the late election. They had foes 
to fight on all sides. They had enemies with- 
in and without, and they had no allies upon 
whom they could rely for votes or money.” 
Upon being asked if his cause did not: re- 
ceive substantial encouragement from the Ad- 
ministration, Gen. Mahone answered, with 
characteristic fire: 
“NoSir. We got the cold shoulder from 
everybody. Whiie the papers were charging 
from day to day that I was only a tool of the 


Administration I received no recognition from 
President Arthur. So far as his actions were 
concerned, he did not seem to know that 
the flereest fight ever waged, or that 
ever will be waged, against Bourbon- 
ismj was in progress in Virginia, and 
that probably the future of the Republican 
Party de;ended upon” the result. We got 
worse than no aid from the Administration. 
Furloughs were even refused to Virginia clerks 
in Washington who wanted to go home to vote 
the Readjuster ticket. I did not esk President 
Arthur for his recognition. I was credited 
with having it and supposed [ would have it, but 
he never spoke to me on the subject nor I to 
him. So while I did not have the ad\antage 
of this formidable influence I had to shuulder 
all the disadvantages of the popular belief that 
the Administration was behind me. The lead- 
ing “Republicans gave me ro real support. 
‘hey said, ‘Go it Mahone,’ but there was no 
organized effort in my behalf, and while the 
Republicans were willing to see me win they 
did not have sufficient interest in the cause to 
pitch in and help me whip the enemy. Thus 


‘the Readjusters have, ina certain sense, been 


slaughtered in the bouse of their friend.” 

**How about the statement, General, that 
you received heavy financial backing from the 
outside ?”’ asked the correspondent, 

‘* That is a lie,’’ exclaimed the defiant Read- 
juster. ‘‘ That was one of the biggest lies told 
during the campaign. While the Bourbons 
had a iavish supply of cash and spent it on all 
sides, we were constantly cramped for means 
to meet the necessary expenses of the cam- 
paign. Twenty thousand dollars will cover 
every cent that was spent by the Readjusters. 
Of this amount I contributed $12,000 myself. 
A friend in New-York voluntarily and much 
to my surprise sent a check. Three personal 
friends of mine in Washington contributed 
tothe fund. About $8,000 were thus collect- 
ed, and with the $12,000 given by me made 
up the $20,000,” 

‘* Suppose, General,’ asked the correspond- 
ent, *‘you had been properly supported by 
your professed friends and aliies, would you 
have carried Virginia by 20,000 majority ?” 

“If I bad gotten the support that {| hada 
right to expect Bourbcnism would have been 
exterminated forever in Virginia.”’ 

W hen asked as to what the future policy of 
the Readjusters would be, Gen. Mahone said, 
with some si nificance, that it would requirea 
good deal of consideration to come toa deci- 
sion on that point. The fight with the 
Bourbon Democrats had been so_ bitter 
that fraternization with them) seemed impos- 
sible. On the other hand, the Republicans 
had shown that they did not want the Read- 
justers. Thus it seemed that the Readjusters 
had no real friends in either party, and at the 
present time there did not apvear to be any 
special reason for seeking alliance with either.

THE OVERTHROW OF MAHONEISM. 

THE UNEXAMPLED DEFEAT OF THE READ- 
JUSTERS AND THE RESULTS LIKELY TO 
ENSUE. 

RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 8.—Nearly completed 
returns from the election in this State on Tuesday 
show that Mahone’s defeat has been unexampled. 
It is quite probable that the Democrats havea pop- 
ular majority in the State of something like 20,000. 
The white pegple in ali portions of the State flea 
from him and renounced his party. In Tazewell 
County, in which the colored vote is too insignifi- 
cant to be considered, and where Mahone’s candi- 
date last year received ovor athousand mayjor- 


ity, on Tuesday his vote fell off nearly 600. 
His losses in other large white counties, 
which heretofore yzv.ve Mahone large majori- 
ties. are eqnully great. An analysis of the returns 
also shows that Mahone's losses in tbe Jarge negro 
counties were just as great. In Mecklenburg, 
which has the largest negro vote in the State, Ma- 
hone’s candidate lost over 1.000. The negroes, 
although slow to do so, seem to have at lexst dis 
covered that Mabone was no real friend of their 
raee. In some districts many voters of that race 
openly voted the Demecratio ticket and boasted 
of it. The Democrats will have not less than eicht 
majority in the Senate, and it js possible may have 
a two-thirds majority in the House. Kue, the 
Postmaster of Norfolk City, who resigned that 
place to return to his seat in that body, 
will not of curse tre permitted to do 
so, even if he should claim it. Martin, the Mahone 
Railroad Commissioner, who was also relied upon 
by Mehone to return tothe Senate and assist in 
giving him a majority in that branch of the Assem- 
biy, will hardly do so now. Botn of these Senators 
acoepted their poriticns while Senators, and were 
therefore disbarred from legally claiming their 
seats. Stevens, the colored Mahone Senator in 
Greensville, may also lose his seat, because of 
holding a Federal office. 

Mahone is dismayed. It ia stated that he and 
some of his leaders have been considering whetner 
they shall come oul now as Republicans. In the 
speech delivered by the Kradjuster Senator ut 
Zuni skortly before the election he declared it to 
be his purposé never to act with what he termed 
the Bourbon funders again, it mattered not what 
the result of Tuesday’s contest, It is believed that 
be will adhere to that resolution. Some of the 
most vrominent young Jeaders, however, who 
blindly followed him, will not be likely to zo any 
further. The friends of some of these are already 
urging them to call a hah and boldly renounce 
Mahone. : 

Tbe long silence of Riddleberger, the colleacue 
of the Keadjuster, has attracted general attention. 
The matter is one very much commented on. 
Some of those who know him well feel satisfied 
that Riddleberger will cut loose from Mahone when 
he gets to the Senate. They believe he will 
either act independently of both parties or 
boldly go to the Democrats. The immense 
falling off of the vote in his native county 
and those adjoining it was a severe rebuke 
to Riddleberger's party affiliations. he best tn- 
formed Democratic leaders here feel confident that 
the members of the Legislature of that party will, 
when it assembles, act with prudence. Besides 
sweeping out all of the Mahone officials In the 
State, and others elected by that body, some of 
the Mahone Judges are likely to be looked after. 
In some instances these manifested a partisanship 
inthe recent canvass rarely witnessed. Some of 
Mahone’s office-holders already begin to turn their 
Wack upon him. He can never rallyagain. It is 
doubtful whether be bas received exclusive of 
that class 15,000 white votes inthe State In this 
strucg’e. 

The Democratic Legislature will faithfully earry 
out the platform upon which they were elected. 
The rettiement of the debt made under the Itid- 
dleberger bill ana approved hy the Federal Sua- 
preme Court wil] unquestionably be adhered to by 
them and protected. Not only will the public 
seboo! system be fostered with care, but the Dem- 
ocratic Legislature will extend its usefulness and 
give the colored people ail of its benefits. Some of 
the mest prominent Democrats favor calling a 
State Convention with a view of changing some of 
the judiciary system.

In 
Worth County, where prohibition now prevails, 
merchants bave resorted to the subterfuge of sell- 
ing brandy peaches. The Grand Jury now in ses- 
sion has taken hold of the matter, and the mer- 
chants are beggiag for a chance to reform.

DEPARTURE OF REINFORCEMENTS FOR

Panis, Nov. 8,—In the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day Admiral Peyron, Minister of Marine, pres- 
ented a bill providing for a supplementary grant 
of 11,500,000f. to cover the expenses of military 
operationsin Tonquin. The bill was referred toa 
special committee. 

The French Government has récelved no confirm- 
ation of the report that Dr. Harmand, the French 
Civil Commissioner, had decided to leave Tonquin 
immediately. 

The Liverty says M. Waddington, French Am- 
bassador at London, has been instructed to in- 
clude, when he enters upon the discussion of the 


Chinese question with England, a proposal for a 
treaty of commerce with China, to which England 
shall be a party. 


Lonpon, Nov. 8.—The text of the note from 
China approving the conduct of the Merquis Tyeng 
in the Tonquin matter, which was sent by the Mar- 
guis Tseng to Prime Minister ferry, has not yet 
been published.

A YOUNG LAWYERS FALL, 


THE TOWN CLERK OF LITCHFIELD, CONN., 
SENT TO JAIL FOR A YEAR. 

LITCHFIELD, Conn., Nov. 8.—The trial of 
Town Clerk Charles C. Moore has just ended in the 
Superior Court here, resulting in his sentence for 
the crime of obtaining money upon false represen- 
tation to the County Jail for one year. Moore 
is hardly 24 years of age, Two years 


aco he began the practice of law here and won 
many friends among the young svuciety people, 
while his shrewd business wavs reeommended him 
to the older vnes. One year ago he was elected 
Town Clerk. 

Prdsperity turned Moore’s head. He fell into 
bad ways, and last Spring it was known that he 
was drinking and gambling to excess. Friends 
tried to set him on bis feet, and he made abundant 
promises. Then he forged two or three notes, em- 
bezzled $150 of the town's money, which, 
however, must be made govd by his bondsman, 
and obtained many sums of money on worthless 
checks. These facts cume out last Summer. and 
an officer was sent to arrest him by ove of his vie- 
tims. Learning of this he absconded, taking 
all the money he could” procure’ with 
him. He went to Onio, where. af- 
after having spent all that he had, he gave himself 
up to the police of Toledo, told them he was 
wanted here, and came on without a requisition. 
He was committed for trial on complaint of for- 
gery, embezzlement, and obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 

The facet that Moore had hitherto led a guiltless 
life led many to sign a vetition, which was circu- 
lated among his victims, requesting the State At- 
torney to prosecute him only on the jailable of- 
fenses and not to press the more serious charges. 
Yesterday Moore pleadod guilty to the least serious 
of the indictments against him, tbat of obtaining 
money from Seth Pratt by a check on the Winsted 
Bank. where he had no deposit.

GUILTY OF PERJURY.

A 8TRAW BAIL MAN SENT TO THE PENITEN- 
TIARY FOR TWO YRARS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 8.—An important step 
was taken to-day toward breaking upagang of 
professional bail-coers who have haunted the 
neighborhood of the courts for years, and who 
have often rendered the administration of justice 
abortive. Charies E.. Stewart pleaded guilty 
to a charge of perjury in entering bogus 
bail inan appeal ease inthe Supreme Court. He 


produced deeds representing $40,000 worth of real 
estate, which heswore belonged to him. It was 
afterward discovered that a part of thé property 
was owned by his mother, and that in the rest he 
had no interest immediate or remote. 

“The offense to which you have confessed your- 
self guilty,"’ said Judge Ludlow In passing judg- 
ment, “is a very serious crime, and it is one, 
I believe, that is committed many, many 
times. It was particularly reprehensible in 
your case, because you struck directly at 
the administration of justice by interfering, 
perbaps fatahy, witb an appeal to the supreme 
tribunal of this State. You may have been under 
the influence of liquor, but not sufficiently, it 
secms to me, to prevent you from knowing what 
you were doing. You have shown that you onee 
beld an. benorable place insociety. You have been 
brought here through your association with men 
who make a business of the crime of which you 
are guilty—men‘who are professional bail-goers.” 

The longest term of imprisonment permitted by 
law was seven years. The Judge said, however, 
that he did not think that the eircumstances called 
for the imposition of the extreme penaity and 
sénteneed the prisoner to two years in the peni- 
tentinry. Tne sentence carried with it the adal- 
tional penalty of disqualifying the prisoner from 
ever appearing asa witness in any matter of con- 
troversy in any court in this State.

Hon. P.D. Halladay appeared for Cornell University; 
Lieut.-Gov. D. B. Hilland C. H. Bacon, of Elmira, for 
Prof. Fiske, who is now in Europe, and A. S. Camp, 
of Owego, for Joseph McGraw and the otner heirs 
at law of Jennie McGraw Fiske, who Lave brought 
acounter suit. Prof. Fiske claims that the univer- 
sity, at the time of the death of Mrs. Fiske, held 
property to the valae of $3,000.000, to which it was 
limited by its charter, It is also claimed that the 
estate was wrongly appraised at $1.700,000 instexnd 
ot $2,500,000, a correct valuation, in order that it 
mightnot seem that more than one-half of the es- 
tate was left to the university. 

E. L. Williams, Acting Treasurer of the univer- 
sity. testified that the value of invested university 
seourities, exclusive of land contracts and of mines 
in the bands of the State Controller, on hand on 
Aug. 1, 1881, was $576,000: moneys due on land sold 
during August and September. 1881, aggregated 
$620.487, and the income from all securities and en- 
dowments for the year ending Ang. 1, 1881. was 
$123.07. The value of the university buildings 
and grounds on Sept. 30, 1881, was $700,661; of the 
library, $58,780; of collections, apparatus, &c., 
$146.147. and of the university reservoir, $18,000. 
The court adjourned until to-morrow. 


CHICAGO BROKERS FAIL. 


GEORGE H. HARLOW AND JOHN B. M. LIVER- 
NOIS GO TO THE WALL. 

Curcaco, Nov. 8—There were two more 
suspensions on the Board of Trade to-day. “George 
H. Harlow, ex-Secretary of State and formerly a 
member of the firmof Harlow & Pettingill, was 
caught short and went to the wall. He failed a 


few months ago and had oustanding liabilities 
when he bought 500,000 bushels of wheat on 
Wedneeday. Mr. Hariow said: “I had a long 
line of short wheat out for customers and had 
ample margins until il o'clock. Then, when there 
was a further call for margins, I was told to elose 
out the trades, which I did ata great less to my 
customers.

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A CAPITOL FALLING DOWN 


COLLAPSE OF A WING OF THE 
WISCONSIN STATE-HOUSZ. 4 
DEFECTIVE MASONRY CAUSES A TERRIBLE 
CRASH AND THE DEATH AND INJURY 

OF A NUMBER OF WORKMEN. 
Manpison, Wis., Nov. 8,—Ten minutes before 
2 o'clock this afternoon the great iron pillars sup- 
porting the roof of the second story of the balcony. 
of the south wingof the Capitol Building swung 
out of place, owing to defective masonry, 
allowing the entire south wall to fall with a 
crash. The roof of the entire wing at oneg 
dropped in with a terrible rear, sending ur a cloud 
of dust and broken timbers. Amid the successive 
crashes the wild cries of the imprisoned and crushed 
workmen senta thrill of horror throughout the 
city. Nearly 30 masons, plasterers, laborers, and 
carpenters were at work upon the wing. The 
work of relief was organized instantly, the local 
hook and ladder company rendering efficient as- 
sistance. The north and south walls, which were 


left without amy support, tottered visibly, and 
greatly endangered the work of clearing the ruins, 
The contractors called the roll to aseertain the 
names of the missing. All is confusion and uproar, 
A cordon of special police surround the ruins te 
nese oe people off, it being feared that other walls 
will fall. 

The mortar was green, and could not support the 
heavy weight of the roof. The contractors were 
trying to hurry the work so as to close the buildin, 
in before the November storms set in. The w 
was betng done by John Bentiey & Co., of Milwau 
kee. The firm is composed of the Bentleys an¢ 
O. F. Nolan, of Janeev''!a, and the latter has bees 
suDerintending the work. Mr. Jones, of Madison, & 
the architect who drew up the plans. and H. C. Koel 
& Co., of Milwaukee, are the consulting architects 
The firm had the contract to erect the north ane 


south wings, and the north wing is about complete,’ . 


The work was commeneed a year ago last Jane, 
and the contract price was $188.00. Both wings 
were to have been completed by March1. The 
third and fourth stories of the south wing were 
divided into Jarge rooms for the Historical Society. 
Tron columns and girders were used. 

The men were engaged to-day in building chim- 
neys and arches on the upper fioore. The great 
weight and the crash caused the lower floors te 
sway and sink also.

The catastrophe caused the greatest excitement 
ever known here. Thousands of persons surround 
the ruins to-night, and the work of clearing away 
the rubbish is going on by artificial light. 
The trains from Milwaukee and _  neighbor- 
ing towns this evening brought hundreds of 
visitors to town, mati of the reiatives of the vie- 
tims putting in an appearance. William Jones, the 
boss carpenter, was among those whose bodies 
were early recovered. ‘He was 35 years old, and 
lived in the Third Ward of Milwaukee. His wife 
and children came out on the night train. and the 
scene was most distressing when they beheld the 
mangied body of the busband and father. 

Owing to the great confusion, it is almost impos- 
sible to get at the direct cause of the collapse and 
the exact resuits, It is the general opinion. how- 
ever, that the work was rushed along too rapidly, 
and that the girders and wall braces were insuf- 
ficient in strength. The excitement over the mat- 
ter isso great that all Kinds of threats are made 
against the buildersand architeets. The Coroner's 
jury will doubtless hold them responsible. 

The State-house ig an immense stone and brick 
structure, standing in the centre of the city, ing 
beautiful park. It was erected about 15 years ago. 
Last year the Legislature authorized the ex- 
tensions to the’ norta and south wings, and this 
work Was in progress when the accident ocourred.

SECOND ARREST OF A MURDERER.

TWO WITNESSES WHO WERE AFRAID TO 


IDENTIFY HIM. 


Carl Martin, alias August Bauser, alias 
“Butoh the Saxon,” who was arrested on Oct. 31 
for the murder of Henry Boble at No. 152 Green- 
wich-strect, and was disebarged two days 
afterward by Police Justice White, was 
rearrested yesterday. Bohle was killed on 
the evening of Sept. 29 at the Emigrant 
Intelligence Office, where he was care-taker. 
Martin was a Jounger about the place, and on the 
night in question Bohle ordered him out. Martin 


plunged a knife into Behie’s neck and fied. Bohle 
bled to death in a few minutes. Capt. Berghold 
and Detective Mulvey traced Martin to Union 
Hill, N. J., where they arrested him, ana brought 
him to this City. He denied all knowledge of 
the crime and said that on the day before its oc- 
currence he had shipped on the schooner Mononti- 
co, which carried scrap-iron from this City to Mill- 
lie, N. J. At the time of the murder the police 
cured two witnesses—Jacob Driver and Henry 
Herneville—who were present when Boble was 
stabbed and who professed to be able to identify 
the man who stabbed him. They were sent to the 
House of Detention. Martin was arraigned before 
Justice White, at the Tombs Police Court, and 
when confronted with Driver and Herneville, they 
both said that be was not the man, although they 
had previously desvribed him accurately. Justice 
White had no alternative but to discharge him. 

Capt. Berghold believed that the witnesses had 
been tampered with and had thew recommitted to 
the fHouse of Detention. In a subsequent con- 
versation with them they admitted to the Cap- 
tain that Martin was the man who killed Bohle, 
but they were afraid to identify him, as some per- 
son had told them that if they did so they would 
be each liable to five years’ imprisonment. The 
witnesses were taken to the District Attorney’s 
oftiee, where they niade affidavits to tnis state of 
facts and swore that the man whom they had 
préviousiy refused to identify was the murderer. 
Their testimony was corroborated bv the dis- 
covery that Martin had shippedas a hand on the 
schooner Manoutico on the Monday following 
the murder, and not on the day of its ocour- 
rence, as he had asserted. The seareh for 
him was then resumed. It was believed that he 
would return to his employment on the sehooner. 
Capt. Bergboid and Detective Mulvey went yester- 
day to Millville, where they found the schooner 
discharging cargo atan old wharf in 4 little creek 
near the village. Martin was at work on board 
with the other hands. When be saw the officers 
he turned pale, threw up his hands, and exclaimed 
to his companions ‘* Now, I'm gone.” He was ar- 
rested and taken off the schooner. 

The news of his arrest few through the town. 
and the villagers turned out with the intention of 
preventing the prisoner's removal. Messengers 
were sent for the 'Squire. but before he could be 
found Be conse had been placed in a waron 
and was Deine rapidly driven to Vineland. Thence 
he was brought to this City, via Philadelphia, the 
officers arriving here with their prisoner at 9 
o'clock last night. Martin was locked up in a cell 
atthe Chureh-street police station. Martin will 
be aoawe arraigned at the Tombs Police Court 
to-day.

DEATH OF AN OLD ACTOR. 

Mr. Charles P. De Groot, a well-known 
Western actor, died on Wednesday night, from 
Bright's disease, at Lewiston, Me., in the fifty-firat 
year of hisage. Le was under a contract with the 
Union-Square company at the time of his death, 
and in September last was playing Jarvis, the old 


showman, in the “ Lights o’ London." 

Mr. De Groot was born in this State, and—to quote 
one of his friends—** has been an old man since 
he was 20 years of age.” His specialty was old 
men cbaracters, and in these he was eonsidered 
excellent. He was oneof the few men who played 
pba parts, and yet was equally at home in the 

roadest farce. Hc was always a member of some 
first-rate stock company, and supported Forrest, 
Janauschek. and a great number of prominent 
stars. He played atthe old Broadway Theatre in 
this City at the time of the war, during the long 
run of ‘“‘Solon Shingle’ at that house. He was 
with Hooley's company in Chicago for three 
years with what was called the ‘Parlor Home of 
Comedy” company, and also at Worth's Theatre, 
in that city, from 1857-60. In 1868 he pares 
at Wood's old theatre in Cincinnati, and 
at Pike's Opera-house in that city, 
Mr. De Groot suffered very severely from rheuma- 
tism and gout, and this prevented him from coming 
as prominently before the public as his talents 

ustified. He was frequently obliged to return to 
is home in Walkertown, Ind,, after having started 
out with a company, and was at times entirely un- 
able to walk. Mr. De Groot married Miss May 
Preston, a well-known soubrette, but he was 
separated from her some years ago. They had 
three children,none of whom are now living. Mr. 
De Groot was very popular among members of the 
profession.

THE HEAD OF THE PLATTOR CONCERT 
TROUPE KILLED IN A QUARREL. 

ADAIRSVILLE, Ga., Nov. 8.—Manager Plat- 
tor. of the Plattor ‘concert troape, was murdered 
here at dark last night. L. J. Plattor was the head 
of the Plattor famiiy, which was traveling through 
the country giving concerts. There were besides 
Plattor, his wife and two boys, and J. M. 
Suggs, a sleight-of-hand performer. The troupe 
gave & performance here on Tuesday 
night, and. expected to repeat it on 
Wednesday night, but, owing to the small size of 
the hall, Suggs determined to give an exhibition of 
his own in a store-room, and, to advertise it, 
wished to use the hand-biils of the Plattor troupe. 
To this Plattor objected. They discussed the 
matter angrily in Plattor’s room at the hotel, and 
Suggs struck Plattor several blows with his fist. 
Plattor then left the room and went into the store 


and asked for an axe-handle, saying he wanted 
one that would knock a man down. Suggs re- 
mained in Plattor’s room. 

When Plattor returned the quarrel was renewed 
and Suggs again struck Plattor and the two men 
clinched. In the scuffle Suggs stabbed Plattor in 
the left thigh witb a knife, severing the artery. 
Plattor called to his wife that be had beeu 
cut and asked her to take the knife, which 
he had wrenched from Sugygs’s hand. Mrs. 
Plattor.took the knife and picked up the axe.han- 
die, and with it dealt Suggs several severe blows 
op tne head. Suggs then attempted to make his 
escape, but Mrs. Plattor held on to him until she 
was dragged dowa tne stairs, where parties, at- 
tracted by her screams that Suggs bad murderea 
her busband, came up hnd arrested bim. 

Plattor lived only four or five minutes after the 
wound was inflicted. His home was at Roberts 
Station. Ky. Piattor was originally from Moberly, 
Mo. He had a pistol in his pocket, but said during 
the row that he desired to avoid trouble. Suggs 
raid hedid cut him and would do it again. Tie 
Coroner's jury to-day held Suggs for murder. | 

At the Coroner's investigation this even- 
ing Mrs. Piattor testified that the day fol- 
lowing the entertainment the members of the 
company remained atthe hotel. In the afternoon 
Plattor went out and in a sbort time returned 
and announced that they could not secure 
the hall for the night. Suggs at once set 
out to investigate the report, and when he 
returned he stated to the troupe, all of whom were 
in one room, that he could secure a store-room, 
and that he would give an entertainment himself.

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GENERALTELEGRAPH NEWS 
MR. DINSMORE’S SUIT. 
MR. LITTLE TESTIFYING AS TO THE VALUE 
OF THE LEASE TO THE CENTRAL. 

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 8.—The taking of tes- 
timony in the Dinsmore railroad lease case was re- 
eumed here to-day before Examiner S. D. Oliphant. 
Messrs. Conkling, Seward, and Green were pres- 
ent on behalf or Dinsmore, and Kaercher, William- 
son, and Richey for the Philadelphia and Reading 
and the New-Jersey Central. F. B. Gowen was 
absent, Three witnesses were examined, the 
most important testimony being given by Henry 
8. Little, President of the Central. He testified 
that he had been President. sinee the election in 
1882. He was appointed Receiver a few months be- 
fore, and at that time the floating debt was 


$2,000,000. When the Receivership was terminated 


this amount was about the same. It was possible 
to have run the road under the Reveiver- 
ship so long as he could have borrowed 
money by authority of the Chancellor. The 
borrowing of money was all the way in which the 
operation of the road could have continued and 
foreclosure kept off. Under Receiver Lathrop 
the indebtedness was increased $6,000,000 and the 
fixed charges about 6 per cent. on that sum. 

Mr. Little sald he was familiar with the business 
of the Central,and considered the lease to the 
Reading one beneficial to the stockholders. The 
matter of theléase had been considered and dis- 
cussed among the stockholders and officers for a 
long time prior to the execution of the lease. 
Many stockholders had cailed at his office 
talked over the matter with him. Neither Mr. 
Dinsmore nor any other stockholder had ever 
made to him a single objection to the proposed 
lease. In nis opinion the setting aside of the lease 
would be injurious to the stockholders of the 
Central. In view of the agreement by which the 
Lehigh and Susquehanna had passed into tbe eon- 
trol of the Reading, it would be impossibie for the 
Central to sustain itself were the lease re- 
cinded. it could nat possibly pay the in- 
terest on its mortgage if divorced from 
the Lehigh and Susquehanna. Bankruptcy 
and foreclosure would be inevitable were the iease 
to be set aside and the Lehigh and Susquehanna 
cut eff from it. Tke vatue of the Jersey Central 
pDroperiy required to be used in operating 
the Lehigh and Susquehanna he did not 
know, but thought it was about $6,000,- 
000. This would be useless were 
the roads divorced. Central stock, in his opinion, 
would be worthless were the lease set aside, with 
the Lebigh and Susquehanna cut off. 

Mr. Little was cross-examined at length by Mr. 
Conkling. He said that he had been a stockholder 
for 10 years. He had bought and sold the stock, 
but not much over 200 or 300 shares at a time. 
Before the lease the Central had a running ar- 
rangement with the Reading and the Lehigh and 
Susquebanna, and a lease witn the latter. The 
Central was leased tothe Reading. and since the 
lease he understood that anew arrangement had 
been made between the Reading and the Lehigh 
and Susquehanna. There was now an arrange- 
ment fortherunning of the three roads. They were 
operated together. The Lehigh and Susquehanna 
ran from Easton to Scranton and had many 
branches. He did not know where all the branches 
ran. The witness was a lawyer, and not a rail- 
road man. He was the first President of the 
New-York and Long Branch Railroad. and 
was now its President, but had had no 
experience in railroads until he was appointed 
Recetver in 1882. The advantage of the leases con- 
sisted in the joint operation of the roads. The 
same running arrangement which existed now 
would be just as advantageous if there were no 
lease, if it could exist then. He did not 
know what the relations were between the Lehigh 
Coal and Navigation Company and the Lehigh 
and Susquehanna Company. One of these 
companies owned the other, but he did 
not know which. At present the Lehigh 
and Susquehanna was controlled. under a 
written lease,; among the Coal and Navigation 
Company, the Jersey Central, and the Reading. 
He thought an alteration in the contract 
had been made since the original lease, and that 
the present relations among the companies were 
governed by this modification. which he 
thought was in writing and was between 
the Coaland Navigation Company and the Read- 
ing, and assented to by the Central. The 
witness gave the assent of the Central, 
by direction of the Directors. A _ resolution 
was passed directing the assent, near the 
time of the lease. He first applied to the 
Chancellor after he was appointed Reeeiy- 
er for permission to substitute Receiver’s 
notes for corporation notes. This was about 
a month after ne was appointed. Appli- 
cations to the Chancellor for various things 
always originated with the law department 
of the road and signed by him. No application 
had ever been made to the Chancellor for per- 
mission to make a running arrangement with the 
Reading. The Chancellor would not have 
granted it. In April, 188%, just such a running 
arrangement as now exists would not. have been 
advantageous, nor at any time during 1852, 
nor in January, February, March, April, or 
at any time during the Reeeivership. 
The Chancellor granted the order relaxing 
the injunction so that an election of Directors 
could be held. The object was to end the Re- 
ceivership. The witness was a party to 
the application. He did not know 
whether at that time any running 
arrangement had been proposed between the Cen- 
tral, Reading, and Lehigh and Susquehanna Roads. 
When the lease was executed the witness had is- 
sued orders to all employes to act thereafter 
under the diréetion of the Reading and 
to pay all moneys to the Reading. At the 
time of the issue of these orders no arrange- 
ments for the running of the three roads together 
had been brought to his mind. The same 
employes continued to do the same work as here- 
tofore and the road was run just as before, except 
that reports were made to the Reading 
instead of the Receiver. There had been 
little change since made in the offices 
except to transfer the clerical ferce of the New- 
York office to Philadelphia. The Lehigh and Sus- 
quehanna rolling stock ran over the Central just 
as usual. There was nothing unusual in the roll- 
ing stock of one eompany running over the 
road of other companies. The benefit of the 
lease consisted in the large trafiic cf other 
roads over the Central. He had heard it stated 
that the three roads controlled 44 per cent. 
of the coal of the Penpsylvania regions. The 
value of the case _ consisted in the oppor- 
tunity to market this ooal advantageously 
over the limited lines. The condition upon 
which the Cnancellor permitted the Central 
to pass from the Receiver was that $2,000,- 
should be deposited as security for the 
payment of the floating debt within three 
munths. Mr. Gowen made that pledge. He 
thought the total amount paid was $750,000, all of 
which was paid by the Treasurer of the Cen- 
tral. Mr. Gowen did not ask the Chan- 
cellor for any extension of time, but he 
bad spoken to the witness about it, 
and the witness had talked it over with the 
Chancellor. No order in the matter was grant- 
ed. He had no personal knowledge of the re- 
ceipts of the Central's Treasurer. The securities 
required by the Chancellor were $3,000,000 
of Reading bonds, which he could not describe ex- 
actly, and ‘as further security assets valued at 
about $1,500,000, of a face value of $4,000,000 or 
$5,000,000, were retained by the witness when the 
property of the road was handed over to the Read- 
ing.

A DRUNKEN JAILER’S ORIME. 
HE SHOOTS A PRISONER THROUGH THE BARS 


OF THE CELL DOOR. 

Brewsters, N. Y., Nov. 8.—The report of 
the shooting at Carmel Jail telegraphed to Taz 
Times last evening was inaccurate in some 
respects. The victim /s a man named Burns from 
Cold Spring, who was arrested for drunkenness. 
About 6 o'clock Wednesday afternoon Chester 
Merrick, the jailer, arrested and lodged in jaila 
drunken man. When inside the juil he looked the 
door and handled the prisoner roughly. Burns re- 
monstrated with him, and a scuffle ensued, in 


which several of the prisoners participated. 
Merrick was thrown down, beaten, and 
kicked. His wife heard the fight going 
on, and called for help. With an _ extra 
key the jail door was unlocked, and Merrick was 
liberated by some of the villagers who came to his 
assistance. Merrick went immediately to his room, 
Drocured a pistol, and stepping into the hallway, 
advanced toward the grated door which leads into 
the jail. Burnssaw him coming, and said: ‘ You 
are too drunk to come here.” “{ am?’ responded 
Merrick, * well, take that!” and drawing the pls- 
tol he fired through the bars, und Burns fell 
back upon the stone floor of the jail. At 
the other end of the haliway leading to 
the street another man fainted and fell 
backward. It was Merrick’s father, a highly 
respectable citizen, who had stepped in just as the 
shot was fired. Yourg Merrick ran into the street 
and told what he had done. It was evident that 
he bad been drinking. He paraded the streets car- 
rying two pistols and none of the villagers dared to 
arrest him. Acting Sheriff Nelson was absent, and 
a telegram was sent to Brewsters informing Deputy 
Sheriff Day of the affair. He drove to Carmel at 
onve, found Merrick, and after a severe struggle, 
disarmed him, secured the keys to the jail, and 
placed him in a cell. 

Dr. Lamonte was sent for. He found Burns sut- 
fering from shock. A pistol-ball of 44 calibre had 
entered his left breast, passing upward and back- 
ward through the body and lodging near the point 
of the shboulderblade. The wounded man was 
couscious and conversed freely concerning the 
shooting. His ante-mortem statement was taken 
by Justice Minor. At10 o’clock Burns walked up 
stairs to a room above the jail. His face was 
deathly pale, but bis step was firm. It is evi- 
dent that the ball passed through the left 
lung, and the ohances are against nis 
Teoovery. The affair created great excitement in 
Carmel, and public sentiment is very much against 
Merrick. The Rev. W. 8S. Clapp was in town to- 
day. He reported having visited Merrick’s wife 
and parents. They say Chester was crazed with 
arink and the beating he had received. Deput 
Sheriff Day conversed with Merrick in his cell this 
morning. He remembers nothing after entering 
the jail with the drunken prisoner.

ACCUSING A MEMBER OF DISHONESTY AND

THE DUEL AT TEMESVAR 


THE KILLING OF COUNT BAT- 
TYANY BY DR. ROSENBERG. 
FULL HISTORY OF THIS ROMANTIC HUNGA- 
RIAN LOVE AFFAIR—HOW MLLE. 8CHOSS- 
BERGER WAS MARRIED TO THE COUNT. 


Various capitals of Europe have been deeply 
interested of late in the duel that was fought at 
Temesvar, in Hungary, on Oct. 22, between Count 
Battyany and Dr. Rosenberg, and in which the 
Count was killed, the chief cause of this deep in- 
terest being Mile. Schossberger, to whom the 
doctor was betrothed and had been secretly mar- 
ried, but who was subsequently married to the 
Count. The Paris Figarv of Oct. 26 contains a de- 
tailed account of this extraordinary case, the 
following being a translation of its article: 

“This terrible meeting [the duel] was the dé- 
noument of a love drama, of which we are able 
to tell all the incidents. Two yearsago Dr. Jules 
Rosenberg, one of the lights of the Hungarian Bar, 
made the acquaintance of the daughter of a rich 
manufacturer of the capital, Mile. Hona de Schoss- 
berger. The two young people met each other 
every where—at balls, concerts, theatres, and char- 
ity fétes. During the Summer of 1882 the rich 
heiress and her adorer were at the Marienbad 
Springs, in Bohemia, where all the Schossberger 
family were staying; the doctor, officially present- 
ed, received a charming welcome. Particularly 
encouraged by Mme. Schossberger, the mother of 
the young girl, Dr. Rosenberg was invited to con- 


tinue his visits after the return of the family to Bu- 
da-Pesth. It is thus that for more than a year the 
young lawyer was met nearly every day having 
upon his arm this charming young girl. who was 
everywhere regarded as his betrothed. However, 
the day was near at hand when Dr. Rosenberg 
was to see the ruin of all his hopes. 

The elder sister of Mile. Hona Schossberger made 
an aristocratic marriage in bringing her millions to 
a poor Hungarian nobleman, the Baron Borne- 
misza, who occupied in his native country, near 
Temesvar, the high office of—Tax Collector. But 
the Schossberger family, a Jewish family and par- 
venus, hankered after a noble alliance; it wanted 
a Count or Baron, even though he were only able 
to give a naked title as a wedding present, 
and this is how the Baron Bornemisza, 
a simple employe, entered, with the doors 
wide open, in this house of millionaires. 
As soon as he was married, M. de Bornemisza 
did everything in his power to break the relations 
that his new family kept up with the plebeian 
Rosenberg. Accordingly, Mile. Schossberger re- 
solved to make short work. She begged the young 
lawyer to ask for her hand atonce. M. Schoss- 
berger was absent from the city. M, Rosenberg 
applied to the mother, who had overwhelmed him 
with attentions, and who had seemed to favor his 
projeets inthe most signifieant fashion. The stu- 
pefaction of the poor lover may be imagined when 
he heard the mother of the girl he loved reply to 
him disdainfully: *I should prefer to see my daugh- 
ter dead then married toa lawyer!’ 

“ Crushed but not discouraged by this refusal, 
Mile. schossberger promised the young lawyer to 
love him always. She swore to bim that she would 
be his wife. Aftera short but energetic delibera- 
tion the two lovers contracted a secret marriage 
before two witnesses, according to the Jewish 
rite, which requires no other formality. Natural- 
ly, this union remained secret, But as soon as she 
returned to the paternal roof Mile. Schossberger 
threw herself at her mother’s feet and told her in 
confidence what had taken place. The young girl 
hoped that her mother would give way in face of 
the accomplished fact. Mme. Schossberger and 
her husband, who was at once sent for, replied, in 
effect, that in presence of such a situation all op- 
a on their part ought to eease. The official 

etrothal of the two young people was celebrated 
with a magnificence worthy of M. Schossberger’s 
millions. Letters of announcement and invita- 
tions were sent to all the friends of the famiiy. 
The young persons received from all quarters the 
warmest congratulations. 

“ However, several weeks passed without the 
date of the marriage, this time public, being fixed 
by the young girl’s parents. Atthe beginning of 
August Dr. Rosenberg was warned that the Baron 
repeated everywhere that ‘he would never have 
a Jew lawyer fera brother-in-law.’ Singular dis- 
gust on the part of aman who had accepted as 
father-in-law a Jewish millionaire! The former 
Tax Collector still Iving near Temesvar. Mile. 
Hona Schossberger went to himtotry to induce 
him to yield. The poor young girl did not know 
what perils she wouldrun, What took place in 
her brother-in-laq’s solitary pusz/a ? to what moral 
torture was she submitted in this isolated house? 
Without doubt the Baron de Bornemisza used 
all his means to turn her away from her 
lover. He sequestered her, ana it was with 
all sorts of difticulties that she succeeded 
in sending to Dr. Rosenberg this short letter, which 
testified to the constancy and the firmness of her 
love: ‘Cher Ami; My kindred are as powerful as 
they are wealthy. Feareverything. They wish to 
separate me from you, and I know that they will 
try to make you break off by furceof intrigue. My 
dearly beloved, the day you abandon meI will kill 
myself. I know thatI shall be disinherited it I 
persist in loving you, but lam happy in sacrificing 
riches to your love. If you can accastom yourself 
to support without fear the idea of marrying “a 
poor girl in a rioh family” I am satisfied, for I could 
be your wife. It is the wish of my life.’ 

‘Dr. Rosenberg read this letter with great happi- 
ness. The tenor of his reply can be easily imag- 
ined. But the Hungarian nobleman’s castle was 
no longer asufficiently sure retreat, for the two 
lovers suceeeded in corresponding. One fine day 
the young girl disappeared, and the doctor heara 
with amazement that she was at Paris! The poor 
Jawyer at once started for France, but it was too 
late. When he arrived at Baden the doctor re- 
ceived a letter fromafriend. Mlle. Schossberger 
was betrothed to another! What do we say? 
She was almost married, for she had been bap- 
tized at Notre Dame. and her conversion was only 
the precursory sien of her marriage with 
the Comte Etienne de Battyany. Some days 
later Dr. Rosenberg learned that Mile. Schoss- 
berger and her fiancé had left Paris. They had 
gone to Wiesbaden in eompapy with Mme. Schoss- 
berger. Dr. Rosenberg started for Wiesbaden to 
bunt up his rival. By ehance he went to the hote! 
where the Count was already installed. The doc- 
tor¥at once called upon him and said: * Mon- 
sieur, do you know that your betrothed is my 
wite? Here is a letter from her. Read it. It 
willintorm you that Mile. Schossberger has yield- 
ed only to force in allowing berself to become 
eugaged to you.’ ‘* Tittle-tattle!’ replied the 
Count with disdain; ‘Ii donot need to read the 
letter. Mile. Schossderger loves me, That is all 
Ihave tosay to you.’ ‘And I,’ replied the doc- 
tor, ‘all I havetosay to You isthatif you marry 
this young girl youare the lowest of rascals! I 
- know how to find you,’ he added,in re- 
tiring. 

** Dr. Rosenberg went immediately to the Wies- 
baden Barracks, met two officers, to whom he told 
his sad story, and begged them to be so kind as to 
demand, iv hig name, satisfaction from the Comte 
de Battyany. The two officers placed themselves 
at his disposal and called ee M. de Battyany. 
The Count replied to them that on principle he did 
not refuse to fight with M. Rosenberg, but first of 
all he must be informed as to the honorability of 
the lawyer. This reply was eommunicated to Dr. 
~ ee who, justly indignant, wrote to his 
rival: 

* MONSIEUR LE COMTE: I sliall be, on Monday, Oct. 22, 
at Buda-Pesth. I shall wait there for you. If in 48 hours 
from that time you have not selected seconds, [ shall 
profit by the first occasion offered mero publicly in- 
sult you. JULES ROSENBERG. 

‘After writing this letter, and before leaving 
Wiesbaden, the young doctor wished to see Mile. 
Schossberger for the last time., He went to the 
hotel where she was staying, asketl to be shown to 
her room, and entered hastily into her chamber. 
The young girl was with hermother. At the sight 
of her former fiancé she turned pale and dropped 
inte achair. Rosenberg went up to her, offered 
her his hand, and said: * Mademoiselle, is it true 
that you are betrothed to the Comte de Pattyany * 
‘Yes.’ replied she, feebly, ‘it is true’ * Very 
well,’ said the doctor, and he left the hotel. The 
day after his arrival at Buda-Pesth the doctor re- 
ceived a visit from two of the Count’s friends. 
They came to tell him thatin the Count’s estima- 
tion a duel was not possible, as he had never in- 
sulted M. Rosenberg, and as, on bis side. he did 
not consider himself as having been insulted by 
the doctor. Some days after Mlle. Hona Schoss- 
berger and Comte Etienne Battyany were married. 
It was then, in order to foree his enemy upon the 
ground, that Dr. Rosenberg wrote him this last let- 
ter, which he also published in the . estt Naplo: 

“MONSIEUR LE CoMTE: What your seconds have de- 
clared to mein nowise prevents my considering you 
as the meanest of cowards 

** Then the duel became inevitable. 
are already known. ‘The 
on the morning of Oct. 22, afler two shots withont 
| result, Comte Etienne de Battyany fell dead, his 
temple pierced by his rival's ball 
| and his seconds were arrested, the Hungarian laws 
forbidding dueling. They will soon be tried before 
the Criminal Court of Buda-Pesth.”’ 

The Count was a member of the Hungarian Cham- 
ber of Lords and the doctora well-known young 
| lawyer of Buda-Pesth. A Vienna dispatch to the 

London Daily 7elegraph remarks that it speaks in 

favor of the Hungarian nobility that when the 
| committee of the olub at Pesth was askea to 
give an _ opinion to whether the Court 
| could with propriety accept the challenge ad- 
| dressed to him by Dr. Rosenberg, 
| the affirmative without hesitation. Dr. 
| bere wasa professional man and a Jew, but his

| fore it was reasoned that his aristocratic 
was bound to give him satisfaction. During the 
fighting, after shots had beon fired on either 
with no decisive result, the seconds attempted in 
vain to effeot a reconciliation.

It was after the third shot 
that the Ceunt fell to rise no more. His rival's 
bullet hud pierced his left temple.

The long-expected chess match between 15 
members of the Manhattan Club, of this City. and 
15 members of the Philadelphia Club, was con- 
tested at the rooms of the former organization in 
East Fourteenth-street, on Wednesday evening 
and yesterday morning.

A LITTLE GIRL STEALS MONEY FOR SEVEN

HOUSH OF THE VESTAL VIRGINS. 
———~»>—- —— 

Letter from Prof. Lanciant to the London Athenaeum. 

It is impossible not to give the reins to 
imagination and sentiment in talking about the 
House of the Vestul Virginsin Rome. As regards the 
residence of the vestals, about the former discov- 
ery of which little or nothing is known, there was 
one chance only that we should see something of 
the building in nearing and rounding with our ex- 
eavations the north-east corner of the Palatine; 
and the chance was that the house should be 
built of bricks instead of marble or stone. 
This happens to be the oase, and I 
am happy to state that we have just 
entered the threshold of the famous mysterious 
house in which spotless patrician maidens, perfect 
in body and pure in soul, for centuries performed 


their sacred duties. The residence of the vestals 
is a square blosk of buildings surrounded by the 
Nova Via on the west, by Vesta's Temple and its 
témenos on the north, by the Porticus Margaritaria 
and the Sacra Via on theeast. The southern 
boundary line cannot yet be traced. It contains 
halls ano apartments «f every size, opening on & 
large court, the well-known airia veste of ancient 
writers. A great many statues had been raised 
and dédicated in this court in honor of the 
Vestales Maxima, the abbesses of the sister- 
hood, by persons who had. obtained favors and 
privileces under their mighty and powerful pro- 
teotion. The statues stood on pedestals, on which 
eulogistic inscriptions were engraved. Twelve 
pedestals were found in 1497, two more in 1549. 
The first were described by an eye-witness, Fra 
Giocondo da Verona; the last were seen and de- 
seribed by Pigbius. Both agree in specifying the 
exact spot of the discovery, (a) ‘‘e regione SS. 
Cosmé et Damiani;”’ (4) on the other side of the 
avenue leading to the Arch of Titus, ‘‘sola via 
mediante;” (c) atthe foot of the Palatine, ‘sub 
radice Palatini mentis:" (¢) near the temple itself, 
‘in ruinis templi Veste;” (e) and, aecording to 
Panvinius, ‘‘in Via Nova.” We could not hope 
for or expect clearer evidence by which to identify 
the spot. Thereis no doubt that, in nearing the 
aneient level with our excavations, we shall gather 
fresh and conclusive evidence. We have just dis- 
covered in acorner of the atrium the lower por- 
tion of a female draped statue, the size of which 
corresponds exactly with the size of one of the ped- 
estals preserved in the Palatine stadium. Another 
argument for identification is afforded by the style 
of the prickwork and by the general architectural 
character of the buiiding, both belonging. without 
doubt, to the age of Septimus Severus. The locus 
vesi@ was destrcyed by the conflagration of 191, 
and rebuilt soon after by Julia Domna.

SHA-SERPENTS EXPLAINED. 
Letter to the Editor of the London Times. 

In reference to a letter which appeared yes- 
terday in the Zimes, headed “‘The Sea-Serpent 
Once More,” perhaps the following story will throw 
some light on what the Rey. Mr. Highton saw and 
on sea-serpents in general. In 1848 I was attached 
to her Majesty’s ship St. Vincent, bearing the flag 
of Sir Charles Napier, and lying at Spithead. One 


Summer evening, about 6 o’clock, just as the officers 
were sitting down to dinner, the midshipman of 
the watch ran intothe ward-room and reported 
that a sea-serpent was passing rapidly between the 
ship and the Isle of Wight (thie was after 
the reported appearance of the Dedalus 
sea-serpent.) We all got our glasses and went on 
deck, and there, sure enough, about a wile off, 
was a large monster, with a head and shaggy 
mane, about 100 feet long, and tapering teward the 
tail; it was going with the tide, and had a rapid, 
undulating motion. Two or three boats were 
manned, and some officers got their guns and went 
in pursuit. We watched them from the ship; they 
gradually got close, and guns were raised and 
leveled at the creature’s head: but just as we 
thought the sport was about to begin, down went 
the guns, ard from their gestures we saw some- 
thing very laughable had occurred. On their 
return we found that the supposed _ser- 
pent was a long line of soot. Some steam- 
er in the Southampton waters had evidently 
swept her dirty flues, and the soot from tubes or 
flues is always of a very sticky nature, and as it 
was pitched overboard it went away with the tide, 
sticking together, and gradually forming into the 
shape of a long serpent, the wave motion giving it 
an‘undulating life-like appearance. In this ease, if 
the boats had not gone we should have ali believed 
we had seen the‘real sea-serpent, and this ‘‘arrange- 
ment in soot” is evidently what Mr. Highton saw. 
The curl he describes toward the tati end arose 
from an occasional wave having a little more than 
ordinary velocity, and carrying its dusky crest for 
a moment along wit it.whilea strong tide and fair 
wind would give considerable velocity. My story 
will, [think, supply a raison d’éire, not only for 
Mr. Highton’s sea-serpent, but prebably for the 


whole brood. ' 
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GORTSCHAKOFF'S LIBERALISM, 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The following story of how Prince Gortscha- 
koff came to be regarded asa Liberalin the reign 
of Nicholas is told in the October number of the 
Russkaya Starina, on the authority of the Prince 
himself: ‘“‘I never enjoyed the favor of the Em- 
peror Nicholas, (said Prince Gortschakoff,) be- 
eause of the hostile relations existing between 


Count Nesselrode and myself. I was at Vienna 
for many years without being honored by any 
distinetion. Tse Emperor's feelings toward me 
were heightened by the following incident, 
which in itself was altogether insignificant, 
but the ecousequence of which was that per- 
sons in the Emperor's surrounding regarded 
me as a ‘Liberal’—at that time a sad 
thing. When Count Benkendorf came to Vienna, 
the Ambassader being absent, I hastened to pay a 
visit to the Count. After a few,.cold phrases 
Count Benkendorf, without asking me to take a 
seat, said, ‘Have the kindness to order my dinner 
forme.’ I quietly touched the bell and ordered 
the servant to call the maitre d’hdtel. * What does 
this mean?’ angrily asked the Count. ‘It means 
that you, Count, can order your dinner for yourself.’ 
From this answer the Count, at that time at the 
hight of his power, concluded that I was a ‘Lib- 
eral.” As theresult the late Gen. Mesenzefft told 
me that for three years the following notice was 
put upinthe third Division: ‘Prince Alexander 
Gortschakoff is not without abilities, but he is no 
friend of Russia.’”’

NERO'S LIFE AS TOLD IN BELGIUM.

The following extraordinary tale, which is 
gravely told by a Belgian contemporary, is a curi- 
ous sample of the inventive genius of our neigh- 
bors: “ The National Library of Paris has pur- 
chased for £260a Florentine manuscript of the 
fourteenth century, written by the monk Lorenzo 


Matteoli, which is said to be nothing but a transla- 
tion ofalifeof Nero, written 12 years after his 
death by the historian Caius Postumus Varo. The 
menuscript {is a kind of chronicle of the 
every-day life of the tyrant, impartially writ- 
ten. His cruelties, as well as his amours, 
are recorded in detail. According to. this 
ourious chronicle Nero was madly in love for 
no less than 11 months with a Roman woman 
called Julia, (‘like a modern demi-mondaine.’) 
Not only did he overwhelm her with presents, but 
he also addressed a great dealof bad poetry to 
her, of which Cains cites several examples. The 
productions are worthy ofa Nero. In one of them 
he tells his tady that with jealous eyes he watches 
her at the cirous, following with undivided atten- 
tion the beantiful gladiator Xenos. He promises 
to combat with his rival and throw him before 
wild beasts. These chivalrous acts, however, Caius 
tells us, he did net perform, and the gladiator ob- 
tained the bride. The manusoript has unfortun- 
ately been greatly damaged in the course of time, 
and certain parts of it are altogether unreadable.”

Manone’s side of the Virginia story is 
foteresting.

The most important changes made by the 
President in the civil service rules are those 
relating to promotions and to the selection 
of a certified candidate by the appointing 
power. Competitive examinations for pro- 
motion are to be introduced so far as they 
may *be deemed useful. This is the brief 
summary sent from Washington. It is held 
by some of the most earnest supporters of 
the reform, who are acquainted with the 
practical working of the iaw, that it would 
be unwise to govern promotions solely by 
the results of a competitive examination, 
and the change mace by the President, while 
not preventing the use of examinations 
in such cases, seems to provide that 
the advancement of an employe shall 
depend in a large part upon the general 
record made by him in oflice, and that the 
evidence furnished by that record may be 
supplemented by competitive examination 
whenever such examination shall be deemed 
serviceable. The amendment of the eighth 
rule has been made in strict accordance 
with the spirit and intention of the law. 
The Commissioners and Examiners were 
forbidden to show partiality to any candi- 
date because of his political or religious 
creed, and now the executive officer who 
selects a clerk from four candidates certi- 

fied to be eligible is forbidden to make any 

such discrimination. This change is an ex- 
cellent one, and it will at once commend 
itself to all friends of the Civil Service act.

Having no defense, Gov. Crirrenpen, of 
Missouri, roundly abuses the plaintiff's at- 
torney.

Louis ring happens to hold a Federal office, 
he endeavors to show that the investigation 
made by a carefully selected Grand Jury 
and the righteous indignation of the honest 
residents of the city are the result, not of 
shameful corruption in the Police Depart- 
ment, but of ‘‘ unjustifiable interference”’ on 
the part of the national Department of Jus- 
tice in the local affairs of his Commonwealth.

large numbers of Chinamen are seeking to 
file intentions to become citizens with the 
view of gaining the good graces of ruffianly 
persecutors, who, it is supposed, will cease 
their persecutions when the Chinamen are 
ina fair way to become voters. It is said’ 
that the Constitution of Louisiana makes 
**a declaration ‘of intentions’”’ ample quali- 
fication for becoming an elector. We take 
it that this means that a foreigner may vote 
in primary elections, under the State law, 
provided he has signified his intention to 
become naturalized. The Democrats, who 
are never weary of crying ‘“‘ The Chinamen 
must go !’’ are responsible for this attempt 
to legalize the Chinese vote. It has again 
and again been decided that no Chinese per- 
son can become a voter under the laws of 
the United States. But, in Louisiana, it is 
apparent, a Chinaman is a ‘‘ good enough’”’ 
citizen for a primary election, especially if 
he is in Democratic hands. 


Under pressure, the French Foreign Office 
has so far moderated its original statement 
that the Chinese Minister of Foreign Affairs 
disavowed the Marquis TsEno’s actions that 
it is now responsible for the declaration that 
the Chinese Minister of Foreign Affairs 
‘‘disapproved’”’ of the Marquis Tstne’s 
actions. This new version of the business, 
which is charged to the account of the 
French Agent in China, may be regarded as 
a@ somewhat ungraceful backing out of an 
uncomfortable position.

THE SOUTH. 

The crushing defeat of Manone in Vir- 
ginia, so far from settling the Southern 
question, reopens it. We have not regretted 
the downward course of the Mahone move- 
ment which has been evident for the past 
twelvemonth, nor do we regret the end that 
has now come. Its professed purposes, the 
overthrow of the Bourbon rule in Virginia, 
and the security of a free vote and a fair 
count for the opponents of that rule, and 
especially for the black voters, have had 
the sincere respect of the great body 
of Republicans throughout the country. 
But the means employed were base, 
It is better that the Democratic vote in Vir- 
ginia or anywhere else should remain solid 
than that it should be divided on the ques- 
tion of repudiation or that a portion of it 
should be purchased by the prostitution ot 
the Federal offices and by funds obtained 
from political assessments. It is even 
better that the negroes should con- 
tinue to hampered in their  suf- 
frage, shockingly unjust and wicked as 
that is, than that they should be taught to 
use the suffrage corruptly and for purposes 
which, if accomplished, would hand them 
over to a worse servitude than they have yet 
experienced. The collapse of the Mahone 
movement, we may fairly infer, has brought 
to grief the plan for an extension of it 
through the South by a series of coalitions 
with all and any who would oppose the De- 
mocracy, no matter what were their objects.

This, however, as we have said, does not 
dispose of the Southern question, but brings 
it again into prominence—not so great 
prominence as it had even three years since, 
and‘in a form by no means so apparently 
hopeless, but in a way to demand serious 
attention. Manone was defeated to a great 
extent, perhaps to a decisive extent, by the 
| intimidation of the negro voters. The spirit 
| of his opponents was largely the arrogant 
1 spirit of the Kuklux and the White 
| League. The tone of the regular Dem- 

ocratic press and of the meetings which 

were held after the Danville disturbance 
| Shows pDiainly enough the same intolerant 


game undemocratic prejudice against the 
race as citizens and voters, the same moral 
twist as to their mghts and obligations which 
were to be seen for ten years after the war. 
And though this sentiment is not so strong 
or so general as it then was, it still exists in 
a degree sufficient to seriously menace the 
integrity of the suffrage and to demoralize 
many political communities. It cannot be 
ignored, and so long as the Republican Party 
retains its organized form and the confi- 
dence it still enjoys of great masses of in- 
telligent citizens throughout the country, 
the party must recognize an obligation with 
reference to it. It is as desirable and as 
necessary 2s it ever was that there should 
not be a solid South, that there should be a 
strong Repulican Party in the South, that 
the suffrage should be respected, and that 
the political equality guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution should be made a reality. What 
has happened only proves that this cannot 
be done by Mahoneism or anything like Ma- 
honeism. 

How, then, can it be done? In our judg- 
ment it can only be done by presenting the 
Republican Party to the South in the same 
character it should have in the North, as 
essentially the party of good government. 
The principal agency in this work must 
necessarily be the Federal Administration. 
The chief instrument ready to its hand to 
accomplish it is the Federal service. That 
service should be carefully and firmly gone 
over and purified at every point. It should 
be organized in every part on the principle 
that character and not politics shall secure ad- 
mission to or retention in it. Thespirit of the 
reform act of last Winter should be carried 
out in dealing with it. The more promi- 
nent officials in the South, those particu- 
larly connected with the revenue service 
and the United States courts, should 
be weeded out, and every man who 
is a politician and nothing more, or 
whose official standing is not unquestionably 
high, should be replaced, if possible by 
a Southern man, and in any case by a man 
oi conspicuous integrity if of business ca- 
pacity. Officersin the service should be made 
to understand that their tenure is not political, 
and that no amount of zeal in politics will 
save them if they be not honest, circum- 
spect, and honorable in the discharge of 
their duties. Their subordinates should 
undergo the same process, and the people of 
the South, of both races, should be made to 
comprehend that the first purpose of the 
Federal civil service in that section is the 
just, faithful, and pure administration of 
the duties of the various offices and not the 
manipulation of conventions or the manage- 
ment of elections. 

This being done, there is no reason why 
every honest revolt against the Democratic 
machine should not be encouraged, not by 
giving its leaders offices, but by the same 
legitimate co-operation which like move- 
ments receive in the North. And while 
every fair means 1s taken to protect and fos- 
ter the colored vote, it should be made plain 
that the Republican Party in the Nation 
has no policy with reference to the 
negroes other than with reference to 
other citizens. The deplorable errors 
of the past can only be retrieved in this 
way. The Republican Party should win, and 
neither buy nor force its way in the South. 
It is possible for it todoso. It needs only 
a firm and honorable adherence to the re- 
form spirit which is now the controlling 
spirit of the party to accomplish that result. 
The responsibility rests first and principally 
on the President and his advisers, and the 
breakdown of the Mahone plan gives them 
the opportunity to discharge it. 





GEN. BUTLER’S FUTURE. 

Gen. Buruer professes to exult in the 
fact that he received 150,000 votes on Tues- 
day, which is more by a good deal than was 
ever before given to a Democratic candidate 
in the State of Massachusetts. In any ordi- 
nary canvass it would be a majority of the 
votes cast. He thinks such support is too 
good to be given up, and he is considering 
what may yet be done withit. Heis credited 
with expressing a determination to run for 
Governor again next year, but he will hardly 
do that. Whenever he might attempt here- 
after to be a candidate for that office it 
would be no ordinary canvass. If he could 
not succeed while he held the office, and had 
at his beck all whom he could hold to him- 
self by his favors, he cannot do it when offi- 
cial power is all against him. His 150,000 
is, after all, less by 10,000 than the 160,000 
of Mr. Roxptryson, and he has less reasor 
for elation than his enemies. 

Besides, BuTLeR has lost the prestige of 
success with Massachusetts Democrats. It 
will be plain to them now that if he tries to 
keep his hold upon their organization it 
will be to make some other use of it than to 
be elected Governor of the State. A large 
number of them will undoubtedly endeavor 
to wrest it from his hands, for they have 
other objects in view than his advance- 
ment. Ifhe tries to hold his grip upon the 
party there will be an interesting struggle 
which will leave him with less of it than he 
has recently held. A minority vote, how- 
ever large in itself, will not give him prestige 
with the party outside of the State. Already 
it is rejoicing at his downfall and is count- 
ing him out of future calculations in the 
national field. 

No; if Buruer is still to make a bustle in 
the political world it will probably not be as 
a regular Democrat.

MORE SWINDLERS. 


The tricks of some of the swindlers in 
Washington who have been robbing veteran 
soldiers have been exposed by the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions. The same swindlers 
and others who have done no business with 
the Pension Office have been robbing the 
veterans in other ways that attract but little 
attention outside of the office of the Second 
Auditor of the Treasury. 

In the last fiscal year there were filed with 
the Second Auditor 16,578 applications for 
arrears of pay and bounty, although the war 
came to an end eighteen years ago. Less 
than eight thousand applications of this kind 
were filed in 1881. The extraordinary in- 
crease has been caused by Swindlers, who, 
by means of deception and falsehood, have 
induced veterans to make applications, 
and have collected from each victim 
a fee of $2 or $3 or $5 in advance as 
compensation for the work which they prom- 
ise todo. The swindler never looks at the 
papers again, but files them in large bundles 
with the Second Auditor and goes out to 
play the same game in another field. Not 
one in twenty of the 16,578 applications filed 
last year was prepared or forwarded by the 
voluntary action of the claimant, and not 
one in ten has any merit, 

These petty frauds cost the Government 
and the tax-payer something, as well as the 
poor soldier who gets into the clutches of 
the so-called attorneys, for as time passes 
the applicants become weary of waiting, 
and, failing to get any information from 
those to whom they have paid their money, 
appeal directly to the Second Auditor. 
Their letters must be answered, and the ad- 
ditional work impesed upon the -bureau by 
this correspondence delays the settlement of 
other pending claims, and has led the Second 
Auditor to ask for more clerks. 

It is said that the scoundrels who make a 
living in this way out of men whose services 
and wounds protect them from the attacks 
of all except the most contemptible of 
thieves cannot be disbarred and forbidden 
to represent any one before the departments. 
This is unfortunate. The Second Auditor 
recommends, as the only remedy, the enact- 
mént of a law shutting out all such claims 
that,shall not be presented within two years. 





WHIGHING STUDENTS. 

It appears that by the authority of Dr. 
Hamutn, the President of Middlebury Col- 
lege, a weighing-machine is to be added to 
the apparatus of the college, and each stu- 
dent is to be weighed once every month. 

The ostensible reason for this monthly 
weighing is that the Faculty desire to ascer- 
tain the effect of the meals caten by the 
students upon their health. If the students 
grow fat it will be assumed that their diet is 
too rich, and if they grow thin it will be re- 
garded as evidence that they are not suffi- 
ciently fed. Whether the real end in view is 
to ascertain upon how little food a student 
can thrive, and to confine him to precisely 
that quantity, is not known, but there is 
certainly room for suspecting that this is 
Dr. Hamtn’s design. 

There are those who insist that Dr. Ham- 
LIN really cares nothing about investigating 
the effect of diet upon his pupils, but that 
his object in setting up a “ollegiate weigh- 
ing-machine is to substili.e weighing for 
the old-fashioned methods of examination. 
The weighing-machine will afford, in some 
respects, a fair test of the progress which 
the students have made in the higher studies 
—such as base-ball and rowing—and Dr. 
HAMLIN may intend to assign collegiate 
honors to the students who succeed in train- 
ing themselves down to the best possible 
weight. There is a good deal that is plau- 
sible in this view of the matter, and the ad- 
vent of the weighing-machine may thus 
mean that ‘‘ Middlebury’ intends hence- 
forth to give greater prominence to the high- 


er studies. 

The real truth is, however, that the weigh- 
ing-machine is designed to detect the pres- 
ence of British gold in the pockets of the 
students. Dr. Hamttn has asserted that the 
Cobden Club bribes our college students to 
write free trade essays. Doubtless he sus- 
pects that some of his own students have 
the price of their shame in their pockets, 
and he intends to satisfy his mind by weigh- 
ing the suspected men. This is an excellent 
plan, and it is to be hoped that the weigh- 
ing-machine will prove trustworthy and that 
Dr. Hamuin will thus be spared the ne€essi- 
ty of passing his students tarough the cruci- 
ble and detecting their British gold by chem- 
ical processes.

A COLORED TRAGEDY. 


The story of the shooting of the Rev. Mr. 
Hanxins in Missouri makes it evident that 
his assailant was 4 woman, and the infer- 
ence that she was a member of his congre- 
gation is inevitable. 

For some time past Mr. Hanxrns has ex- 
pounded the colored gospel in the pulpit of 
a colored Missouri meeting-house. When 
he assumed this position he was unmarried, 
comparatively young, and decidedly hand- 
some in the estimation of the colored sisters. 


As a matter of course, the female part of 
Mr. Hanxtns’s congregation regarded him 
with admiration. They were never wearied 
in testifying their appreciation of him. They 
made slippers for him at the rate of two 
pairs per week, and when the amount of 
work required to construct a colored slip- 
per is considered, it must be admitted that 
Mr. Hanxtns’s female admirers were indus- 
trious and tireless) They would take 
part in no cake-walk which their Pastor did 
not attend, and the winners would accept 
no prizes unless they were presented by his 
hands. Suddenly Mr. Hanxrss married, 
and simultaneously it was discovered 
by all the sisters—except his wife— 
that he was a most objectionable person. 
It was asserted that he was heretical both in 
his interpretation of Scripture and in his 
method of mixing kalsomine; that he was 
neither learned nor eloquent, and that he 
had not scrupled to trifle with the holiest 
feelings of seventy-four female hearts. The 
result was that the Pastor felt compelled to 
resign his pulpit and to confine himself ex- 
clusively to lay whitewashing. Even this 
did not satisfy his enemies, and on Wednes- 
day evening last he was shot by an unknown 
assassin, who fired a pistol through the win- 
dow of Mr. Hanxrys’s dining-room. A 
colored man who: happened to be in the 
neighborhood gave chase to the assassin, 
who escaped, discarding in her flight a petti- 
eoat, from which circumstance it is illogically 
supposed that the assassin was a man dis- 
guised as a woman. In point of fact, no 
man in like circumstances would think 
of throwing away his petticoat, but would 
simply gather it up about his waist. The 
fact that the assassin took off her petti- 
coat while in the act of running showed 
a familiarity with the running gear of 
the petticoat which no man can hope to 
acquire. We may decide that Mr. Han- 
KINS was shot by a woman, and that in all 
probability the woman was one of the mem- 
bers of his former congregation, who had 
made slippers for him in vain, and had 
felt herself outraged by his marriage to 
another sister. 

This sad affair ought to suggest to the 


colored people the question whether it 


would not be wise to insist upon the celiba- 
cy of the colored ministry. Had Mr. Han- 
KINS never married he would still be living 
and preaching to an admiring congregation. 
The unmarried colored ministers should take 
warning by his fate and never marry with- 
out previously withdrawing from the minis-

Ja 
The peculiar character of the sunsets in thix 
city during the past week. and the tact that the 
western horizon has been flooded long after night 
fall by a bright red glow, believed by many persous 
to be the result of distant conflagrations, induced 
a reporter to seek out Lieut.

OHARLES E. LELAND A BANKRUPT. 


HIS TROUBLES DUE TO LOSSES AT BRIGHTON 


BEACH. 

Axpany, N. Y., Nov. 8§.—-Charles E. Leland, 
formerty proprietor of the Delavan House and lat- 
terly of the Brighton Beach Hotel, has made a 
general assignment to Charles J. Buchanan. The

Mr. Charles FE, Leland is at present associated 
with his brother Horace in the management of 
the Sturtevant, but not as one of the proprietors. 


A Trwes reporter called at the Sturtevant last 
night, but he was notin. Horsee Leland, on being 
asked if be knew the particulars of the reported 
aesignment, said: ‘That ramor probably came 
from Albany, and is news to me, although it may 
be true. Charlie has been here for the last five 
days, and I was talking with him this afternoon and 
he did not mention that he had made an assign- 
ment. Itis true that heisin difficulties owing to 
heavy losses in the Brighten Beach Hotel this 
season, but J think he will come out of them all 
right side up, Charlie has been a hotel-keeper all 
his life, like the rest of us,and hashad ups and 
downs. Atone time a few years sgo he might 
have retired with a large fortune, but he kept 
right along in one of the most risky occupations 
known—running a first-class hostelry. The best 
known hotel ever managed by him is the Delavan 
in Albany. He run that house through the halcyon 
days of Tweed and his followers, when money was 
coined by every one in Albany. But with 
the eclipse of Tweed receipts dwindled, 
but expenses staid at high-water mark, un- 
til Charlie was at last obliged to re- 
linguish the lease with a balance on _ the 
wrong side. When he took the lease of the Brighton 
Beach Hotel there was some arrangement, as I 
understand, by which he was to run the house on 
commission, but with the close of the season and a 
dead loss of $40,000 as a result of the season, Char- 
lie was held to the strict Jetter of the contract, and 
had to shoulder the total loss. Two causes con- 
tributed to his failure there—the first being the 
generally poor season; the other was the course of 
the railroad company that conneets with Brighton 
Beach. They charged 50 cents for excursion 
tickets, while the opposition road to other parts of 
the island only levied 25 cents. To be sure, 
near the close of the season the Brighton 
Beach Road came down to the lower tariff, but 
it was then too late to recoup. It is my brother's 
intention to go ‘through bankruptoy and start 
fresh. It is possible to make a compromise with 
the creditors, as all of them have expressed their 
willingness to help him except Acker, Merrall & 
Condit. In the meanwhile Charlie is to stay here 
with us under salary. Before you go, young man, 
let me tell you one of the drawbacks hotel-keepers 
have to contend against is the constant increase 
of rent demanded by our landlords just as soon as 
they discover we are making a dollar.”

CLOSE OF THE HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY’S 
EXHIBITION OF CHRYSANTHEMUMS 

The chrysanthemums at Horticultural Hall, 
in West Twenty-eighth-street, siili bloomed yes- 
terday in all their rainbow hues, and passers-by 
upon the sidewalk caught whiffs of their delicate 
fragrance through the open doorway. The potted 
plants seemed as fresh as ever, but the cut flowers 
on the long tables in the middle of the room were 
a trifle wilted. The attendance yesterday, which 
was the last day of the exhibition, was

36, a Japanese blush chrysanthemum, $14, one of 
the most beautiful in the exhibition; and No. 23,a 
dark red Japanese, $10. A fine specimen of the 
pompen, No. 11, was sold to Mr. Charles A. Dards 
for $12; its flowers were of bright €olden bue. 
A fine white standard Chinese, No. 1, was 
taken by Mr. Isane Buchanan for $6; an exquisite 
purple Japanese plant, No. 43, by Mr. W. H. Fuller 
for $11; No. 45, agolden yellow Japanese, for $12, by 
the same purchaser, and a white Japanese, No. 48, 
by Mr. A. 8.

THE CANAL RUNNING TO PATERSON. 

For 90 years there has been entertained in 
Paterson, N. J., a hope that one day the city 
would be a port of entry, with a Custom-house 
anda goodly host of clerkships and the like, to 


be dispensed to the friends of the party in power. 
That hope is just now nearer of realization than 
ever before. Yesterday afternoon the Supreme 
Court of New-Jersey announced a decision bearing 
on this matter. In 1857 the Dundee Matufacturing 
—now the Dundee Land and Water Power—Com- 
pany obtained from the Legislature authority to 
raise its dam at the head of navigation in 
the Passaic River, 8 feet, in order, as the act 
declared, to permit the construction of a navi- 
gable canal from the head of navigation to the 
city of Pateraon, a distance of four miles, The 
act minutely prescribed the dimensions of the 
canal that was to be constructed, the locks, 
bridges, and the tolls to be charged, &c. The com- 
pany constructed the canal, and put in a lock, but 
soon suffered the gates to fallinto decay, and for 
20 years there bas been ro navigation. The com- 
pany’s sole object in getting the privilege was to 
raise ite dam and get more water-power, and this 
necessitated the flooding of lands, and their pur- 
chase by condemnation. 

Last year a number of the property-owners near 
and adjacent to the canal applied to the Supreme 
Court for a mandamus to compel the company 
either to putin proper locks and open the canal to 
navigation, or to take down its dam which it had 
raised on false pretenses. Testimony was taken 
and the case argued at the last term, and now the 
decision has been given to that effect. The com- 

any’s officers say they would cheerfully put in the 
ocks, but the cost would be far in excess of any 
benefits to them. Government engineers have 
been surveying the river lately to determine upon 
the practicability of making the Passaic navigable 
to Paterson. The Dundee Company hopes the 
Government will come to its reseue by a liberal

THE CAVA 


GEN. SHERMAN COMMENTING ON A PAPER 
BY COL. ALBERT G. BRACKETT. 


The members of the Military Service Insti- 
tution of the United States met yesterday in the 
museum at Governor's Island. There was a very 
large attendance. Breyet Major-Gen. J. B. Frey 
presided in the absence of Gen. Hancock, who ie 
still confined to his bed, though improving in 
health. Among those present were Gen. William 
T. Sherman, the guest of honor; Gen. R. H. Jack- 
son, Gen. Alexander Webb, Gen. T. J. Roden- 
*bough, Brig.-Gen. T. W. Sweeny, Col. John Hamil- 


ton, Brevet Brig.-Gen. J. L. Crittenden, Gen. W. D. 
Whipple. Major-Gen. J. C. Robinson, Mr. E, L. Za- 
linski, Major C. T. Wilson, Paymaster; Col. G. L. 
Gillespie, of the Engineers; Gen. C. B. Comstock, 
Lieut. G. McC. Derby, of the Engineers; Lieut. F. 
Thorp, of the Fifth Artillery: Lieut. G. N. Whis- 
tler, Capt. G. H. MeLaughilin, retired; Lieut. H. J. 
Reilly, of the Fifth Artillery; Major E. V. Sumner, 
Gen. Davies, and Capt. Price. A paper by Col. 
Albert G. Brackett, of the Third Cavalry, entitled 
‘*Our Cavalry: Its Duties, Hardships, and Necessi- 
ties at Our Frontier Posts,’’ was read by Gen. W. D. 
Whipple. He said that the cavalry had grown 
apace of late years, and though it was very costly, 
might safely be said to have paid for itself over 
and over again. It bad made many new roads, ex- 
plored the dark cuilons, and traversed immense 
tracts of country before only known to tbe red 
men and the buffaloes. In a wide sense the duties 
of the cavalry at the frontier posts was to guard 
the infant settlements from the encroachments of 
the Indians on the one hand, and on the other to 
prevent the white men from trespassiue on the 
domains of the Indians. The duties had been 
somewbat changed of late, in that ths trooper was 
called upon to shield red men from the cupidity of 
the border settlers instead of crowding him, as 
formerly, to the wall. To keep the white men 
away from Oklahoma, the San Carips Reservation, 
the Great Crow Reservation, or the huge reserva- 
tion of the Sioux had recently been as much as the 
United States cavairy could possibly do. He said 
there was an increasing desire on the part of young 
officers to carry the luxuries of the age to the fron- 
tier posts, which gave rise to many so-called hard- 
ships. The most incongruous things were seen at 
times, and many a young bride had been taken to 
a frontier fort who pined for the comforts she had 
left in her Eastern home. A long time was re- 
quired to make a first-ciass cavalry officer. It was 
necessary to possess a good idea fof woodcraft. to 
know something regarding pioneer settlers, and to 
be sufficiently expert to arrange difficulties be- 
tween them and the soldiers. The necessities for 
an effective cavalry force on the frontier were 
reliable men and sound horses. 

Gen. Sherman said he had always encouraged 
the members of the institution in their purposes, 
which he underatood to be the development of the 
military art, theoretically and practically. He 
thought that the paper they had just heard was 
nothing more than the A BCof cavalry life, and 
in his opinion Col. Brackett was ‘‘played out.” 
He believed that the cavalry forthe last 15 years 
had done a work in our national civilization, en- 
titled to the respect of their comrades, of the peo- 
ple of America, and of the who'e of the civilized 
world. They had done more active service in pro- 
portion to their numbers and strength than any 
other army service during the period succeeding 
the civil war. They had now the right to unsad- 
die their horses and take their ease, but there was, 
unfortunately, no rest for apy one in this world. 
America had only passed through the meagies and 
whooping cough of her nationalization. She haa 
yet a huge work to accomplish. The eyes of the 
world were turned upen her as to a nation which 
had commenced a great experiment. America 
had had her cavalry wr, ber civil war, and she 
knew what war meant. The army must, however, 
have behind it the power that pays the taxes. 
*“We must eome into closer contact with our 
people, mingle with them, and understand them. 
We must realize that they employ us, and that we 
must be wortny of our hire. Therefore the cav- 
alry must learn and study and look forward to the 
future.”” He believed that to-day they could put 
100,000 men in the fieldinaveryshorttime. He 
said that there would always be conflicts between 
labor and property as long as man was man. 
Wars had been ever since the world began, 
and wars always would be. The regular army 
bad been a great boon in the civil war. He 
believed that to-day the army was in a better con- 
dition than it had ever been. He believed that 
the men were willing to do and die for their 
country. What he wanted was that they should 
associate with their fellow-citizens, and let them 
understand that in the future there would be 
bloody and civil wars,as there had been in the past. 
He hoped that the army would be the bond of 
union between fellow-men in all parts of this great 
country. He said that he himself was passing 
awuy, and that younger men would take his place. 
He would write no papers laying down the law to 
them, but would be happy at any time to give 
them the benefit of his experience. Aftera few 
remarks from Col. Sumner, Capt. Prices, Gen. 
Davies, and others, the meeting was adjourned.

The associa- 
tion is especially desirous of extending the opera- 
tions of this beneficent instrumentality among all 
classes of working people, especially those em- 
ployed in our large factories, and it is believed 
that by earnest effort a system of contribution can 
be set on foot that shall be in no sense a hardship 
on the contributors, and yet result in a permanent 
hospita] fund for their relief when overtaken by 
sickness.

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OBITUARY.

CHARLES A. MEIGS. 

Charles A. Meigs, United States Bank Ex- 
aminer for the past 12 years in this City, died on 
Saturday, Nov. 8,on board the steam-ship Santi- 
ago one day out from Havana. The Santiago ar- 
rived in this port Wednesday with the body. Mr. 
Meigs had been in poor health since April last, suf- 
fering from malaria, and during the Summer ob- 
tained a vacation and took a trip to Europe upon 
the advice of his physicians. He returned to this 
country in September, and for a _ time 
felt much improved, but in a short time 


his sufferings began once more. His physi- 
cians advised him to go to Cuba and 
spend the Winter onasugar plantation. It was 
at first intended that he should take the voyage 
unaccompanied by any member of his family; but 
on the monang of Oct. 27, the day on which he 
sailed onthe Saratoga, his daughter, Mrs. Poole, 
was 80 much alarmed by the weakness manifested 
by her father that she decided to be bis companion. 
On the second day from New-York Mr. Meigs was 
taken violently ill, and became speechiess during 
the night. The ship’s surgeon was called to his 
bedside, and, after an examination, said that the 
sufferer bad congestion of the brain, and that 
there were slight hopes of his recovery. From this 
time until the steam-ship arrived in Havana the 
sick man remained in about the same state. 
On reaching Havana, Dr. Burgess, an American, 
and considered the most successful practitioner on 
the island, was consulted ané@ told the @aughter 
that death was sure to ensue in a short time, and 
that Mr. Meigs should be brought back to the 
United States at once. With the hope that her 
father might at least die at home, Mrs. Poole en- 
gaged passage on the Santiago, which cleared from 
Havana on Novy. 2. All eftorts to support the 
rapidly failing strength of the invalid were useless, 
and he died on the evening of Nov. 3. 

Mr. Meigs was the son of Judge Henry Meigs and 
& life-long resident of this City, having been born 
here in 1817. He received a fair edueation, and in 
1882 entered the American Exchange Bank, where 
he remained for 25 years, most of which time he 
occupied the Cashier’s desk. In 1852 he entered 
into a partnership with A. W. Greenleaf. under the 
firm name of Meigs & Greenleaf. The firm made a 
great success and the members became very 
wealthy. After some years Mr. Greenleaf re- 
tired, and Mr. Meigs’s son became a member 
of the firm, and the same good fortune attend- 
ed as before, until the morning of Black Fri- 
day, when the firm of Meigs & Son was swamped 
with many others. In 1871 President Grant 
appointed him United States Bank Examiner for 
this City, which position he held at the time of his 
death. In this position he earned a most enviable 
reputation and commanded the respect of all with 
whom he came in contact. During the rebellion 
Mr. Meigs, in company with Mr. Cozzens Brevocrt, 
made it his special duty to aid the cause of the 
Union hy ministering to the wants of wives, wid- 
ows, and-children of soldiers. His wealth, of 
which he bad an abundance then, was regarded by 
him asa trust and not as his own property. He fitted 
out many companies of volunteers. Mr. Meigs in 
private life was a sincere. kind, and honorable 
gentleman, and he was loved and admired by those 
who knew him as mueh for these tender qualities 
as for his strict integritv. Mr. Meigs leaves a 
widow and a grown-up family. He wasa brother 
of Henry Meigs, the banker, and cousin of Quar- 
termaster-Gereral Meigs. The funeral will be held 
privately this afternoon at the family cemetery, 
Manhasset, Long Island. 


THE CIVIL RIGHTS DECISION. 


BISHOP TURNER’S BITTER LETTER TO PROF. 
B. K. SAMPSON. 

Mempais, Tenn., Nov. 8.—Bishop H. M. 
Turner, of the African Methodist Church, has sent 
the Memphis Appeai an open letterto Prof. B. K, 
Sampson, colored, bitterly attacking him for the 
conservative tone of his speech at a recent meet- 
ing of negroes here regarding the civil rights ae- 
cision. He says: 

“We want fire eaters now a thousand times more 
than we do conservatives. The Nation deserves, 
and will receive if it lets the decision stand, the 
hisses of man, the curse of God, and the ridicule 
of ail ages. I think it wrong in you to teach young 
men of our race thatit is manly to sit still under 
any such diabolical decision. You knowI am an 
African emigrationist, and have been for years; I 
have had no faith in this country being the ulti- 
mate bome of the necro. For l5 years I have be- 
lieved that the prejudices of the white race would 
either drive us out of the country or reduce us to 
a state of vassal degradation that would be more 
intolerable than slavery itself. Ihad no faith in 
the race love of the South, and less in the 
North, for so soon a8 we failed to be a po- 
litical power in the South the Northern papers 
began to berate us, and they bave kept it up 
till the present, and because I dared to tell my 
race they would have to leave this ceuntry at an 
early day or go from bad to worse, I have been 
denounced in public conventions and ostracised 
by the colored papers all over the country. The 
recent convention in Louisville so far forgot itseif 
in the boasted conception of American citizenship 
as to say to the country they wanted no more 
class legislation by Congress. Now, see where we 
are, absolutely uncivilized and outlawed by the 
Supreme Court. The negro is literally driven out 
of the United States, and any State can drive him 
out, Strange to say, too, the North has struck 
the first blow toward the ultimate degredation of 
the negro, for all the members of the Supreme 
Court were Northern men but one, and he was 
true to our rights and principles of justice. I have 
been fearing for years the present change, the 
present revolution, and present crisis, but here it 


is upon us,”

DENYING THAT HE SOLD HIS WIFE’S BODY 
TO A PHYSICIAN. 


“You can bet your life that I intend to'do 
some of the shooting myself!" said Mr. Moses, the 
husband of the late fat girl, last evening. Mr. 
Moses was posed in an attitude of unstudied mel- 
ancholy, between the bearded Circassian and the 
four-legged infant. at the Bowery museum, 
where he is at present on exhibition. 
Around him were gathered a curious crowd, 
anxious to inspect the celebrity whose marriage 


with Miss Blanche Gray has for so long a period 
occupied the public attention. He was calm and 
his manner expressed indifference. No one would 
have supposed from his unconcerned demeanor 
that he was threatened with a violent death. 
Nevertheless, intelligence had already reached him 
that nis wife’s brother was on the war path ana 
thirsty for his gore. The telegraph had con- 
veyed the direful news that the aforesaid 
relative had passed through Pittsburg vyester- 
day armed to the teeth, and prepared to 
perforate Mr. Moses on sight with bullets of 82 
calibre. The disvatch said that the fire-eating 
brother had heard that Mr. Moses had disposed of 
his wife’s body for $100 to the family physician for 
purposes of dissection, and that he was, conse- 
quently, prepared to take that amount out of Mr. 
Moses upon the first opportuvity—whether with a 
Smith & Wesson or a boWie-knife was compara- 
tively immaterial. 

‘IT never saw her brother,” said Mr. Moses, ** but 
I know his name is John Gray. He is afatnily man, 
and lives at No. 123 Crawford-street, Detroit, 
Mich, I shall be ready for him when he comes. 
I'm not'a fighting man, but I’m not afraid. I never 
sold his sister’s body: Itrests in the graveyard 
in Baltimore, and two watchmen are guarding the 
grave day and night. It is not true that I married 
her for her money. When she died I was left 
without a cent. The wages sne received for 
a week and a half in Baitimore were spent for 
doctor's bills and medicines, All she left me was 
her jewelry—a watch and chain, a pair of ear- 
rings, a locket, and the necklace the proprietor of 
the museum gave her when we were married. If 
her brother wants to claim those he can have 
them. She left me 2,000 photographs of herself be- 
sides; I am selling those off. I married ber for 
love. The proprietor tried his best to 
keep me out of the museum when be 
found I was keeping company with her, 
but we wrote to one another, and so it 
came about that we were married. My fare from 
Baltimore to New-York was paid by the proprie- 
tor. Iam going to leave tha museum at the end 
of this week for good. I will goto Baltimore and 
make sure that everything ts all right, ang then 
will come back and go to work at my old trade— 
making wire designs for florists. If Blanche’s 
brother calls, I shall be at home.”

GOV. CRITTENDEN INDIGNANT. 


WHAT HE SAYS OF THE GRAND JURY WHO 
CRITICISED HIS CONDUCT. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. &—Another chapter 
has been added to the history of the ring war now 
going on here by Gov. Crittenden, who, in an inter- 
view this morning, openly charges the late Grand 
Jury which indicted his Police Commissioners and 
condemned his administrative methods, with lying. 
He says that the report was the work of a base 
conspiracy formed outside of the Grand Jury and 
consummated by facile means inside of it. Having 
as a basis for the statement the fact that 


District Attorney Bliss ts one of the extra 
counsel employed to aid in the prosecution 
of the indicted conspirators, the Governor 
charges that ‘‘one of the remarkable features of 
these indictments is that from some cause some or 
the Federal othcials in 8t. Louis have had an ac- 
tive hand in manipulating, if not in drawing up, 
the indictments, having been conversant with all 
the inner working of the Grand Jury-room through 
its inquisitorial processes. Never before in the his- 
tory of this State has,” the Governor says, ‘such 
an eutrage been perpetrated on its citizens. and it 
ehould be resented by every lover of the State Gov- 
ernment in and outside of St. Louis. The Lepart- 
ment of Justice at Washington should investigate 
this unjustifiable interference upon the part of its 
officials in the local {egal affairs of the State.” 

The Governor's manifesto has created much in- 
dignation, and the quoted portion of it is rerarded 
as an appeal to the prejudices of his country con- 
stituents in the Frank James portion of the State. 
A reply to the Governor has been promised by the 
foreman of the Grand Jury, which was selected 
with great care from the jeading business men of 
the city, and was composed of citizens of all po- 


litical shades.

THE LATE EX-MAYOR HOWALRD, OF DE- 
TROIT. 
From the Detroit (Mich.) Fost, Nov. 7. 

Charles Howard, ex-Mayor of Detroit, died 
yesterday afternoon at 3:30 o’clock, aged 73 years 
and 3 months, at the residence of his son-in-law, 
Witliam J. Waterman. Mr. Howard has been iden- 
tified with the history of Detroit for the past 40 or 
45 years. He was the sole survivor of the firm of 
Brunson, Crocker & Howard, who controlled a 


large fleet of vesseis here as well asa great num- 
ber of canal-boats. Some 15 years later he was 
one of the firm of 8. & C. Howard, extensive rail- 
road contractors. Their business extended all 
over the country, and among the works constructed 
by the firm was a railroad from Washington to 
Wisconsin, the Detroit and Milwaukee Railroad, 
which proved to be a disastrous affair for them, 
and other lines. Six hundred men were employed 
by them on the latter contract when the company’s 
capital became exhausted. Rather than allow the 
men and their families to suffer they continned to 
employ them, using their private capital, and in 
this way lost $280,000. One sterling quality in Mr. 
Howara’s character was that he invariably insisted 
upon paying 100 cents on adollar. While embar- 
rassed, as he often was on account of his business 
adventure, his creditors offered to settle with him 
at the usual discount, and the offer was 
always declined. When Mr. Howard ran for 
Mayor, some 30 years ago, Mr. Wight ran against 
him. It is said that Mr. Howard never 
asked any one to vote for him. One day an Irish- 
man walked into his office and asked for a sum of 
money to procure for him certain votes. Howard 
promptly drew forth some bills and gave them to 
the fellow, commanding him to vote for Mr. 
Wight, the rival eandidate, and use his ‘*irfioo- 
ence” in securing Mr. Wight’s election. Mr. How- 
ard’s reward was received in his almost unanimous 
election. Another good illustrative story is told 
by Mr. Waterman of the deceased. While engaged 
on a railroad contract, a chief engineer came to 
him three times to ask for money to secure his (the 
engineer's) favor. On the third time Mr. Howard 
seized the man by his coat and threw him out of 
the office. Mr. Howard’s later days were quiet ones. 
Passers by the Grand Circus Park bave often seen 
an old man with a genial, beaming faee, surrounded 
by children, presenting a pleasing sight. His fond- 
ness for children was a merked characteristic of his 
whole life. Time and again, when the circus sea- 
son was on, he has hired a band wagon and taken 
a whole cart-load of children to see a sight he him- 
self loved to see whena boy. It was the same 
way with the theatres. His association with all 
matters of charity has been much to his credit. 
Even while he lived in New-York he constantly 
gave to Detroit institutions. His death was sud- 
den. He often said that he expected to live to be 
100 years old, and his freshness always seemed to 
justify such a belief. Death was oaused by suffu- 
sion of the lungs. He leaves one son and one 
daughter. The son is Bronson Howard, the 
dramatist, and the daughter Mrs. William J. Water- 


man. 
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BUYING THE LONG BRANCH PIER. 
LonG Branca, N. J., Nov. 8—The annual 
meeting of the Long Branch Ocean Pier Company 
was held here this afternoon. Six hundred and 
twenty votes out of a total of 1,350 were cast. 
Warren Leland, Jr., William Ottman, A. A. Dame, 
Charles W. Held, J. F. Beoker, M. B. Sweet, and 


E. C. Schafer were elected members of the Board 
of Directors. The new board effected a perma- 
nent organization with William Ottman as Presi- 
dent; Warren Lelana,Jr., Secretary, and Charles 
W. Held* Treasurer. The capital stock of the 
company is $140.000. The officers refused to make 
any statement beyond claiming that it cleared 
10 per cent. upon its stock. A representative of 
the} Central Railroad of New-Jersey$ was in con- 
suitation with the Board of Directors until late in 
the afternoon. He offered $90,000 for the pier, but 
the offer was refused, and $100,000 was demanded. 
After much discussion $97,500 was offered and ac- 
cepted. It wae stated that the railroad company 
would not take possession of the structure until 
next Spriug, and that the pier would then be torn 
up and sold. Tne excursion fare between New- 
York and Long Branch by rail js $1 50, ana by boat 
only 60 cents. The boats ranpning to the pier 
have drawn. aie great deal of travel from 
the railroad, and by purchasing the pier and clos 
ing it to travel the railroad receipts will no doubt 
be heavily increased during the Summer season.

He was discharged because he could 
not speak, ish sufficiently well to satisfactorily 
explain the collection te visitors. He returned to 
work there in the Spring of 1874, and remained at 
the Museum as helper, watchman, and attend- 
ant until Febroary, 1882. When the Ces- 
mola ecoilection came to this country it 
was boxed up with miscellaneous piecees 
in the same case, and none of the pleces were 
marked cor numbered. The first man who worked 
on the collection wasa Mr. North, who glued and 
plastered many of the pieces together. The frag- 
ments were very dirty asarule andthe dirt was 
brushed or washed off with asponge and clean 
‘water, and in no case that he knew of were treated 
to baths. Afterward Mr. Gehan assumed charge 
of the work of restoration and worked on various 
pieces under Mr. Di Cesnola’s directions for periods 
ranging from afew honors to a week at a time, the 
witness acting as a helper. 

When the Museum was removedto the Central 
Park building Henkel assisted in the packing of 
tne jewelry, pottery, and glassware. At the Park 
Museum he bad charge of the unpacking of the 
antiquities. Many of the pieces of statuary that 

nD had broken apart during the pro- 
cess of packing, removal, and unpacking. These 
were taken atonce to the repairing-room, where 
there was ularge tank about 6 feet long by 3 or 4 
wide. In that the statuary was treated to a 
bath and a thorouch soaking by order 
of Mr. Di Cesnola, who had instructed his 
mewly enyployed restorers, Messrs. Balliard 
and Vallosio, to remove from them ail the dirt, 
Plaster, &oc.. used in previous restorations.

THE DEBTS OFTHE iOCKAWAY COMPANY. 

Creditcrs of the insolvent Rockaway Beach 
Improvement Company are seeking to hold Henry 
T. Attriliand the other Directors of that corpora- 
tion personally responsible for its debts. Suits for 
this purpose are now pending in the Supreme 
Court. In two suits, it is alleged by the plain- 
tiffs, that the Directors are liable for 
the reason that they violated the law of 


1875, which provites that Directors, &c.. of a cor- 
poration who allow it to go into debt for a sum 
greater than its capital stock shall answer to its 
creditors. The capital stock of the Rockaway 
Beach Improvement Company was $700,000, and 
the plaintiffs assert that an indebtedness of $1,705, - 
000 was put upon it. Collis P. Huntington, who 
loaned the company $100,000 on its notes, se- 
cured by 200 shares of its stock, bas singled out 
two of ite Directors—Messrs. Amos M. Kidder 
and John B. Taylor.and is suing them on the 
ground that ther, as sueh Directors, are individually 
liable to him. Of his $100,000 he says he received 
back only $932, that being the sum for which the 
200 shares of stock were fold at public auction. 
The remainder, $99,968, bo seeks to recover from 
Messrs. Kidder and Taylor, silecing that they 
signed a report which talsely certified that the 
— stock of the company had been paid up in 
cash.

METHODIST MISSIONARY WORR. 

The General Missionary Committee of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church held its second day’s 
session yesterday.

$370,898. The following appropriations were made 
for domestie missions: Arizona, $8,000; Black 
Hills, $3,600, and Dakota, $13,525.

A WI?TNESS’S STORY OF THE MURDER OF 
PETER KEENAN BY THE POLICEMAN. 

An inquest on the body of Peter Keenan, 
who was shot and killed by Poliee Officer William 
Conroy in Cody’s liquor saloon, at No. 322 East 
Thirty-sixth-street, last Saturday night, was held 
before Coroner Levy yesterday. Conroy was 
represented by counsel. The tather, mother, and 
brother of the dead man were present, and Assist- 
ant District Attorney Fellows appeared to repre- 
sent the people. Several witnesses were exam- 
ined, among them the policemen who came in 
answer to Conrey’s rap for aid, several persons 


who were in the saloon at the time the murder 
was committed, and the physicians who attended 
the viotim. 

The testimony of John Buckley gave all that 
was new in the case. He testified that he met Con- 
roy at 8o'clock on a corner near Cody’s saloon. 
The officer tapped him on the shoulder with his 
club and sajd: “ Let's have something to drink. 
Invite your friend,” referring to a man who was 
with the witness. They went into Jones’s liquor 
store and had several drinks and then parted, the 
witness going to a meeting. About 11:20 o'clock he 
went into Cody’s saloon, and found Keenan, Cant- 
well, and the two Cliffords there. Thomas Mur- 
phy, a candicate for Assembly, was there treating 
the crowd. When Conroy came in Peter Keenan 
was sitting on a barre! with a stranger, and Cant- 
well was leaning against the bar. The officer said: 
“T've come in here to arrest somebody,” and 
Cantwell said: *‘Arrest me. I'm the oldest. If 
you didn’t have that stick, you'd be no good." 
Then Conroy handed his club to Keenan, who laid 
it on his lap, and offered to fight any man in the 
room. He told Cantwell that when he was 
arrested he “squealed’’ on his pais to get 
out. Conroy then turned to the witness 
and said: “Can't I fight, Buex?’ The 
witness suggested: “‘What's the use of fighting 
when there ain't no money up?” Whereupon 
Conroy produced a roll of bills, and the witness 
winked at Cantwell not to mind what the officer 
said. Conroy put his money up, took his stick 
from Keenan. and said: ‘Let's have a drink.” 
After the drinks the witmess looked at the clock 
and said to Conroy. “It’s 11:40 o'clock. If the 
roundsman finds you here you’! get into trouble.” 
Conroy said, * Well, I'd arrest you for a squarer. 
I'd tell him I followed you in here as a suspicious 
echaracter."" The witness looked out of the door to 
see if the roundsman was in sight, and posted two 
men there to watch for him and alarm the officer. 
When he came back the officer was quarreling 
with Cody about the price of the drinks, and Con- 
roy made an assault on McGinness soon afterward 
and knocked him down and was kicking him when 
the witness said: *‘* Don’t do that, Bill,” and Mc- 
Ginness got up and ran out. Then somebody put 
his head out of the little window from the card- 
room and Conroy drew his club and struck at the 
head, breaking the window. Keenan and Cant- 
well were standing near the end of the counter. 
and Conroy bad no sooner struck at the window 
than be put up his club. drew hfs revolver, turned 
balf around, and fired without taking aim, kitting 
Keenan. Cantwell ran toward the back door, 
where Mrs. Cody stood with an infant in her arms, 
and Conroy pointed the revolver at him, but the 
witness stopped him from firing. Then Conroy went 
into the street, and the two men who were watching 
for the roundsman turned and ran. and he threw 
his club at them and then fired four shots after 
them. Keating, who had come out with them, 
picked up the club and gave it back to the officer. 
Then Offieer O’Hara came up, and Conroy tried to 
make him believe that there had been a fight. and 
arrested the two Cliffords. Conroy took Keenan 
from the saloon, and the witness testified that 
there was no bieod on his face then. Keenan did 
not speak to the officer nor do any disorderly act 
while he was inthe saloon. The witness was sure 
that he did not aim at anybody when he fired the 
fatal shot. 

When the testimony was all in Coroner Levy 
asked the prisoner if he had any statement to 
make. His counsel said tnat he would reply for 
him. “The jury.” he said, *‘can only bringin a 
verdict that Peter Keenan came to his death at the 
hands of the prisoner. We concede that, but as 
to the circumstances we shall give testimony be- 
fore another tribunal.’ After a short address by 
the Coroner the jury retired, and in an hour 
brought in a yerdict that Keenan came to bisdesth 
at the hands of Conroy; that the officer, after 
visiting other saloons and being somewhat under 
the influence of liquor, went into Cody’s store. in 
violation of his duty, and, after again drinking, in- 
fiieted the fatal pistol-shot wound without the 
slightest provocation; that Conroy. after inflicting 
the fatal wound, dra¢ged with brutal violence the 
deceased man to the station-house and preferred 
untrue charges against him. ‘From the evidence 
before us,”’ the jury says, *‘ we have become con- 
vinced that the said William Conroy was a totally 
unfit person to be intrusted with such an important 
position as that of a police officer, and we deplore 
that such a man could be appointed upon the po- 
lice force of the City of New-York. Coroner Levy 

committed Conroy to the Tombs without bail.

THE FUNERAL OF AN OLD ACTOR. 


WELSH EDWARDS BURIED WITH THE CERE- 
MONIES OF THE ELKS. 

Funeral services were held over the remains 
of the late Edward Welsh, known to the public as 
Welsh Edwards, the comedian, in the residenee of 
his widow, No. 167 East One Hundred and Four- 
teenth-street, at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
The only floralemblem whieh was displayed on 
the casket was a large pillow of ivy, fuchsias, and 
roses, which bore the inscription on a card, “The 
rest is silence.”” This was sent by Col. and Mrs. 
T. Alston Brown. The aged mother of the dead 
actor, who is 72 years old, sat near the head of the 
casket with his widow, her two sons, and a daugh- 
ter whom Mrs. Welsh had adopted. The service, 


which was the simple burial service of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church. was reaGd by the Rev. Mr. 
Houghton, of the Church of ths Transfigura- 
tion. A delegation of 23 members of _ the 
Protective Order of Elks, of which Mr. Welsh 
was the President, attended the funeral, 
wearing the regalia of the order, and among 
the theatrical people present were Jobn Hart, 
John Queen, Luke Sehoolcraft, M. le Thorne, 
Thomas J. Gaynor, C. J. Fyffe, John P. Smith, G. 
L. Stout. R.S. Martin, John B. Donniker, Coil. T. 
Alston Brown, John J. Tindale, and A. C. More- 
land. At the conclusion of the services at the 
heuse the remains were taken to the Evergreens 
Cemetery and buried in the plot belonging tothe 
Elks, with the peculiar ceremonies of that order. 
Welsh Edwards wasa native of Waterford, Ire- 
land, where he was born Feb. 20,1832. He made 
his début at the old Federal-Street Theatre, in bos- 
ton, Oct. 31. 1853, as Bobin the ** Vermont Wool- 
dealer.”’ He first appeared in this City at the old 
Broadway Theatre, Deo. 22, 1856, as Col. Damas in 
“The Lady of Lvons."’ The following year he 
went West, and returned here again in 1459 and be- 
came a member of the New Bowery Theatre Com- 
pany. After passing a yearin this City he again 
went Westand remained eight years, returning to 
New-York in 1860 and appearing at the Globe Thea- 
tre, then under the management of the Worreil 
sisters, as Gen. Bom in the ** Grand Duchess.” He af- 
terward played with the Vokes family in the Union- 
Square Theatre, and with John T. Raymond, us 
the District Attorney in *‘ Colonel Sellers.” In 
1878 and 1879 he acted as stage manager of the 
Theatre Comique, and in 1880 be was engaged for 
the Madison-Square Theatre, but ** Hazel Kirke” 
ran so long that his serviees were never required, 
and after he had drawna salary for 12 weeks the 
engagement was canceled br the payment to him 
of $500. Since then he had been playing with 
Maggie Mitchell and Jobn A. Stevens. His last 
appearances was on Oct. 15, at the Academy of 
Music, Philadelphia, with W. E. 
he piayed Gluster to Sheridan's King Lear. The 
next day he was taken ill, and for the last 13 days 
of his life he was usconseiuus. The cause of his 
death was a complication of diseases, including 
Bright's disease of the kidneys, dropsy, and en- 
lamement of the liver. 
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TRANSFERRING APPROPRIATIONS.

Controller Grant favored the 
transfer, but, after some further discussion, the 
matter was laid over to another meeting on Mayor 
Edson's motion. Then a number of unimportant 
transfers were made and the board adjourned.
